SENATOR PETTUS 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Attack Comes While Eating 
His Breakfast. 


Vetran of Upper House In 
Congress. 


Death Follows Soon After 
That of His Colleague. 


VETERAN OF CONFEDERACY. 


Asheville, N. C., July 27.—United 
States Senator Ermund W. Pettus, of 
Alabama, died at Hot Springs, X. C., 
to-niglit at 10 o'clock, after a brief ill¬ 
ness. 

Senator Pettus became unconsious 
while at the breakfast table yester¬ 
day at Hot Springs and remained in 
a comatose condition until his death. 

The physicians pronounced his case 
hopeless from the first. 

The death of Senator Pettus followed 
quickly after the death of hts colleague 
from Alabama, Senator Morgan. Both 
were notable types of. the old school of 
Southern statesmen; much alike In tem¬ 
perament, appearance, age and politic¬ 
al convictions. 


SENATOR PETTUS STRIKING 
FIGURE IN WASHINGTON. 


News of Hi« Condition Excites Com¬ 
ment—Long Record In 
the Senate. 


Washington. July 27.—[Special.]— 
Word was received here to-day from 
Hot Springs. In North Carolina, that 
the venerable Senator Pettus, of Ala¬ 
bama, had been suddenly stricken while 
at the breakfast table and was not 
expected to live many hours. 

Among public men and those who are 
familiar with the faces of Congress 
men, this news created a great deal 
of sympathy and comment. On the 6th 
of this month Gen. Pettus turned the 
eighty-sixth mile post of life, having

Whyte, of Maryland, who was appoint¬ 
ed by Gov. Warfield to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Arthur P. Gor¬ 
man. Mr. Whyte Is in the eighty-third 
years of his age, but looks much young 
er. His figure Is erect, his complexion 
rosy and he really looks much younger. 
Several other Senators are pushing on 
In age toward the eighty mark. The 
list includes Mr. Vlbson, of Iowa, for 
more than thirty years a Senator, and 
before that (during the Civil War) a 
member of the House of Representa¬ 
tives; Mr. Cullom. of Illinois; Mr. Proc¬ 
tor, of Vermont; Mr. Frye, of Maine, 
and Mr. Teller, of Colorado.

Mrs. Newton C. Blanchard, wife of 
the Governor of Louisiana, died yester¬ 
day at Mineral Wells, Tex. 


Before his election to the Senate, Gen. 
Pettus had never bfen a candidate for 
any political office. He was admitted 
to the bar as early as 1S42, and met 
with fair success up to the time he 
was seized with the gold fever In 1849. 
when he rode horseback across the 
continent to seek his fortune In Cali¬ 
fornia. He did not strike It out there, 
and came back, poorer than when he 
started. He resumed the practice of 
law in Alabama, and when hla State 
seceded was among the first to enlist 
in the Confederate army, and at the be¬ 
ginning of hostilities was made Major 
of the Twentieth Alabama infantry. By 
October. 1863. he was promoted to the 
rank of Brigadier General, and served 
until the close of the war, having par¬ 
ticipated In some of the bloodiest of the 
battles that were fought. 

In 1893 Gen. Pettus aspired to the 
posUion of LTnited States Attorney for 
one of the Alabama districts. Messrs. 
Morgan and Pugh were the Alabama 
Senators. Both Indorsed Gen. Pettus. 
Senator Pugh not only Indorsed him, 
but went to the White House to make 
a special and pcrsbnal appeoj to Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland In h-fs behalf. The Pres¬ 
ident promptly Informed Senator Pugh 
that as Gen. Pettus was then seventy- 
two years of age it was out of the ques¬ 
tion—It was two years beyond the age 
ut which Judges are generally expect¬ 
ed to retire from the bench. Senator 
Pugh imparted this Information to the 
General. 

• • • 

Not Too Old F$r Senate. 

Tho latter looked solemn for a few 
moments, shifted his quid of tobacco 
from one side of hts mouth to the other 
and then said: 'The President consid¬ 
ers me too old, does he? Well, if I 
cannot be a Federal Judge, maybe I 
am not too old to be a United States 
Senator." The record of events proved 
that Gen. Pettus rather knew whut his 
next tack would be. for he at once set 
his sails In the direction of the United 
States senators hip. He became the Suc¬ 
cessor of the Hon. James L. Pugh, and 
the latter would often tell his friends 
here what a surprise he had when he 


discovered the venerable Gen, Pettus 
had gotten the inside track In Ala¬ 
bama. 

Senator Pettus had a severe fall on 
the Ice here winter before last, und 
his friends think he never rallied from 
the effects of the shock. He was then 
carrying much weight, and being large 
of stature, the concussion was terrific. 
Subsequently he had in the Senate 
cloak room severul sinking spoils and 
had to be carried to h!s apartments. 
It was noticed also that after this acci¬ 
dent his powers of penmanship began 
to fall rapidly and on one or two oc¬ 
casions he could barely attach his sig¬ 
nature to papers he was asked to sign. 
He had been noted for his clear, legi¬ 
ble handwriting to the time of this ac¬ 
cident 

• • • 

Three Important Committeeships. 


Gen. Pettus had served long enough 
In the Senate to become a member of 
three of the most important commit¬ 
tees, viz.: the Judiciary, Military Af¬ 
fairs and Privileges and Elections. Op 
two of these—Military Affairs and 
Privileges and Elections—he was 
the ranking Democratic member. 
Former Senator Blackburn (Kentucky) 
was on two committees with him, Mili¬ 
tary Affairs and the Judiciary. They 
were close and devoted friends while 
serving together. Gen. Pettus, when 
his health permitted, was a most regu¬ 
lar attendant upon committee meetings. 
He was all through the long sessions 
last spring of the special committee ap¬ 
pointed to Investigate the shooting up 
uf Brownsville.

Riddles Beveridge. 

One of his most notable efforts, how¬ 
ever, was his speech in which he ridi¬ 
culed Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, 
shortly after that lively young Hn,Taler 
had made his appearance In the nation¬ 
al halls of legislation. It was full of 
keen satire and enlivened with apt sto¬ 
ries, which convulsed everybody In the 
chamber and in the galleries. One of 
the most amusing episodes of the day 
was when Senator Pettus nearly swal¬ 
lowed his quid of tobacco^ For a min¬ 
ute or more he could neither get it up 
nor down, and his facial contortions 
were ludicrous In the extreme. Finally 
he recovered and resumed his remarks. 

On his mother’s side Senator Pettus 
was of Virginia stock. She was a 
daughter of Capt. Anthony Winston, of 
the Old Dominion, and he was a revo¬ 
lutionary soldier. The Seantor during 
his career here made many visits to 
relatives who reside In the Virginia 
counties adjacent to Richmond. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia. Is here. 
He was shocked to hear that Senator 
Pettus had been suddenly stricken, but 
he said it was no surprise, for most of 
the Senators feared the old gentleman 
was failing fast. Senator Bacon was 
one of the pallbearers at the recent fu¬ 
neral of Senator Morgan at Selma. He 
says that the large Methodist church 
there was packed to overflowing, and 
that thousands could not gain an en¬ 
trance. "During the services,” added 
Mr. Bacon, "a |gentleman who sat by 
me remarked, as he glanced toward 
Senator Pettus, that It probably would 
not be long before his funeral would 
take place In the same city, as both of 
the Alabama Senators resided at 
Selma.*’

Hundreds of eneour iglng letters have 
l*een received at the headquarters of 
Ifte Citizens* Committee, which Is work- 
I ;• g to secure the Democratic National 
Convention for Louisville. Some come 
from members of the National Com¬ 
mittee, some from Democratic members 
f*f Congress and from Democratic Scn- 
itors pledging their support to Louls- 
rllle. In addition, Kentuckians through¬ 
out the State and country have been 
Interested In the movement, and write 
that they are working through their 
friends for Louisville’s interests. An- 
t;her encouraging feature to the mem- 
here of the committee Is that the press 
reports throughout the country are fa¬ 
vorable to Louisville. Numerous daJly 
papers in the South and West have 
declared in favor of this city as the 
aieetlng place for the National Conven¬ 
tion, and say that no good reason can 
Se ottered for not holding It here. 

Urey Woodson, the Democratic Na¬ 
tional CGmmlF.ee man from Kentucky 
md secretary of the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Committee, Is a potent factor In 
that I*>dy, as the letters of many com¬ 
mitteemen show. Several members of 
the National Committee have said that 
lhey want to discuss the matter with 
Chairman Taggart and Secretary 
Woodson before reaching any definite 
t-onclusion. Mr. Woodson has been in 
New f York for some days, but has writ- 
!en to the headquarters of the Citizens' 
Committee that he will advise the 
members of the Executive Committee 
when he will be in Louisville, and de- 
ilres to meet with them to discuss the 
plans which are as yet purely forma¬ 
tive. 

However, there appears to be a gen¬ 
eral behef that Louisville will present 
such guarantees to the National Com¬ 
mittee from financial and other view¬ 
points that it will be difficult for the 
members to turn a deaf ear to the city's 
claims. Thus far, at least. Louisville 
has accomplished three things—It has 
perfected a good, strong organization 
and the people of Louisville and of 
Kentucky understand that she will 
make an effort to secure the conven¬ 
tion, and at the proper time she* will 
make her guarantees public; the mem¬ 
bers of the Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee have been advised that Louis¬ 
ville Is in the field for the honor and 
proposes to stay to the finish, and other 
competing cities and the people of the 
country at large know that Louisville 
fcs an applicant for the convention. 

« • • 

Known As Convention City. 


Some years ago Louisville was not 
known as a convention city The meet¬ 
ing of the Grand Army of the Republic 
In Louisville marked an era in the city's 
history I’P *o that time Louisville 
had not undertaken to entertain any 
large gatherings where preparations on 
a big scale and the outlay of large sums 
of money were required. When the 
Grand Army of the Republic at Pitts¬ 
burg voted to accept Louisville’s invi¬ 
tation numerous prominent citizens of 
this city were scared out of their boots. 
They were like Proctor Knott's dog 
which ran after the railroad train, and 
the question was asked. “What Is he 
going to dc with It when he gets It?" 

However. Louisville raised $80,000 
and entertained the big gathering in 
superb style. Emboldened by this suc¬ 
cess Louisville invited the Con V derate 
Veterans In 1000. They were *o de¬ 
lighted with their entertainment that 
they came back in 1906. when the first 
success „was rej>eftted. In 1901 the 
Knight Templars of the United States, 
a magnificent body of men, rrfet in Lou¬ 
isville. There were sixty-three brass 
bands and 18.000 plurried knights In the 
parade. For this entertainment ample 
funds were provided. 

At that time Louisville did not begin 
to have the hotel accommodations 
which she ntyv has. The Seelbaeh and 
Its new’ annex were not thought of. 
Since that time the Galt House, the 
Louisville Hotel, the Old Inn, the Fifth 
Avenue, the Willard, the Waverly. and 
the Victoria Hotel have been enlarged 
rr remodeled, and the Clayton has Just 
bi>en fitted up. In addition .to this 
Ixiulsville has a number of club and 
other places for entertaining hand¬ 
somely. all the people who come. It is 
nhistory that Louisville merchants

Says Statement Is Untrue. 

“Mr. Bingham further states In his In¬ 
terview that Mr. Grainger and I ‘pledged 
ourselves that no resolution would be 
passed, and that it would not be neces¬ 
sary for him to round-up a crowd, but 
simply to appear in person and express 
his views.’ In reply to that I simply de¬ 
sire to say that his statement Is wholly 
untrue, as the call for the meeting would 
indicate.

“I further respectfully submit this sec¬ 
tion of the party law to the consideration 
of oil Democrats:

Raleigh, N. C.. Juiy 27.—Tne conflict 
between tho State and the railroads 
over the new State rate law, which at. 
one time threatened such serious con¬ 
sequences, was amicably adjusted to¬ 
day at a conference held here between 
Gov. Glenn and officials of the roads. 

The Southern milwuy and.the Atlan¬ 
tic Coast Line, through their general 
counsel and the stockholders of the At¬ 
lantic Coast pine, who had enjoined 
that road from putting Into effect the 
Stalo two and one-quarter cent rate, 
through their counsel, agreed to put 
the rate into effect on August 8. the 
earliest possible time tho roads could 
prepare thtir tariffs and make the 
changes. 

An agreement also was reached to 
proceed In an orderly way In the 
courts, and to end pending cases and 
Indictments, tho agreement being prac¬ 
tically that suggested by Gov. Glerin in 
his telegram to Solicitor Mark Brown, 
at Asheville.

Text of Agreement. 


Tho agreement entered Into by the 
Southern, the Atlantic Coast Line and 
the State Is;

Second—The State to appeal from the 
order of Judge Pritchard discharging 
parties In Asheville on writs of habeas 
corpus.

E.ghth—The suit pending before 
Judge Pritchard to be diligently prose¬ 
cuted, without the State, however, 
waiving any question of Jurisdiction.

No Contempt Proceedings. 


Messrs. Thom and Humphrey, as 
counsel for the Southern Railway Com¬

The defendant cannot be convicted 
unless the State has established beyond 
a reasonable doubt thrft he le guilty of the 
felonious killing of Frank Steunenberg. 

“A conspiracy, within the meaning of 
th<a criminal law, consists of u combina¬ 
tion of two of more persons for the pur¬ 
pose of accomplishing a criminal or un¬ 
law ffi) object, or a lawful object In an 
Unlawful manner. As applied to this case 
and under this InfJlctmsnt, proof of con¬ 
spiracy 19 only proper Insofar as it may 
tend to show a common design to encour¬ 
age the particular murder charged against 
the defendant, und it can only be Intro¬ 
duced for the purpose of establishing the 
position of the members of the combine 
aB accessories to the crime of murder. 

“It is not essential to the formation of 
a conspiracy that there should bo a form¬ 
al agreement between the parties to d© 
the act charged. It is sufficient If the 
minds uf the parties meet understundJng- 
ly so as to bring about an Intelligent arid 
deliberate agreement to do such acts, and 
commit the crimes charged, although such 
agreement be not manifested by any 
formal words. 

“A conspiracy In the flrat Instance may 
be established by evidence having no re¬ 
lation to the defendant, by acts of differ¬ 
ent persons at different times and places, 
or by any other circumstances which 
prove its txistence. It ts sufficient if the 
State prove beyond a reasonable doubt 
that such a conspiracy exlated at tha Hm 
of the commission of the unlawful act and 
that the defendant on trial was a mem¬ 
ber of such conspiracy. 

“An act done by a party to an unlaw¬ 
ful conspiracy in furtherance thereof and 
naturally 11 owing from tho common de- 
Is the net of each and all conspira¬ 
tors. And. where murder is committed us 
thn result of such a conspiracy, each one 
«»f thev conspirators, even though he whs 
not prosent at the place of the crime, is 
guilty if h<* aided, abetted or encouraged 
the commission of the unlawful acts »e- 
suittng In the crime charged. 

“If the prosecution has failed to prove 
these facts beyond a reasonable doubt you 
should find the defendant not guilty. If, 
however, you believe In this case from the 
evidence, beyond a reasonable doubt, that 
tho defendant, William D. Haywood, aid¬ 
ed, abetted, advised and encouraged the 
killing of Frank flteunenberg, then the 
defendant Is guilty and It would be Im¬ 
material Whether he was nctuaiy present 
at the time of the killing or not. 

“The Jury Is instructed that the witness, 
Harry Orchard, claims that he was an 
accomplice In the commission of the of¬ 
fense charged tn the indictment Under 
the statutes of this State a person can¬ 
not be convicted of a crime upon the tes¬ 
timony of an accomplice unless such ac¬ 
complice i» corroborated by *»ther evidence 
which of Itself, and without the aid of 
tli#» testimony of accomplices, tends to 
connect the defendant with the commis¬ 
sion of the offense charged and the cor¬ 
roboration is n-ot sufficient if it merely 
shows the commission of the offense or 
the consequences therefore. Hv corrobora¬ 
tive evidence In meant additional evidence 
of a different character to the mine point. 

“The law* views with distrust the testi¬ 
mony of an accomplice on account of tho 
motive he may hav*> for laying the re¬ 
sponsibility of his crime upon another 
when by so doing he may secure im¬ 
munity for his own participation In :ho 
crime charged. For this reason, the law 
exacts such corroborative evidence, and. 
although the Jury may believe that the 
testimony of an accomplice Is true, still 
the Jury could not convict the defendant 
upon such testimony unless they further 
find tlhat the testimony of the accomplice 
ts corroborated by other and Independent 
evidence. 

“This corroborating evidence need not 
be sufficient in Itself to establish the guilt 
of Che defendant, but ft must tend in 
some degree to Implicate and connect the 
defendant with tho commission of the 
crime chained. 

“In order to ascertain whether or not 
the testimony of the accomplice is cor¬ 
roborated. as the law provides it must he 
before a conviction would be warranted, 
you should eliminate from the case <h

”In this case the Smte relies upon cir- 
? vld « n <* t( > rstabllsh the con¬ 
nection of The defendant with the con¬ 
spiracy sought to be proven by the evi¬ 
dence taken in connection with the direct 
testimony of the accomplice. Harry Ot- 
dnara. 

“In order to Justify an Inference of legal 
guilt from circumstantial evidence, the 
existence- of tho Inculputory fuels must 
bo absolutely Incompatible with the Tn- 
noceneo of tho accused upon any rational 
theory, and Incapable of explanation upon 
any reasonable hypothesis other tiian that 
of his guilt 

“If you believe from the evidence that 
the witness, Harry Orchard, w.i* Induced 
or Influenced to become a witness and to 
testify In this case by any promise of im¬ 
munity from prosecution or punishment, 
or by any hope held out to him that If he 
testified against the defendant lie would 
not be prosecuted or punished, then the 
Jury should take such Tacts Into consid¬ 
eration In determining the weight which 
ought to be given to testimony so ob¬ 
tained. Such testimony should be received 
by the Jury with caution and scrutinized 
with great care. 

“And if from the evidence It appears 
that any favors have been extended by 
the authorities of tho State of Idaho to 
the witness, Harry Orchard, and there is 
any promise either expressed or Implied, 
relutfng to further favors to be received 
by him on account of his testimony In 
the case, then those uro proper matters 
for the consideration of the Jury os affect¬ 
ing the credibility of his testimony. 

certain articles have been In evidence

FEDERAL OFFICER SLEEPS IN 

CAMP WITH MORGAN S MEN 


Col. Theodore F. Allen's Experience At Park's Hi 1 Re¬ 
union-Interesting Gossip of Kentucky Veterans— 
The Old Rear Guard. 


Col. Theodore F. Allen, a Federal 
veteran, has written an interesting ar¬ 
ticle f<fr the National Tribune, of 
Washington, giving his experiences at 
a reunion of “.Morgan’s Men” at Park’s 
Hill, Ky.. l03t year. Col. Allen is a 
Cincinnati business man, but resides in 
Covington. He commanded the Seventh 
Ohio cavalry during the Civil War. His 
well-written article contains so much 
entertaining gossip of well-known Ken¬ 
tuckians that U is herewith reproduced. 

Yes, 1 slept peacefully m the camp with 
John Morgana Confederate cavalrymen, 
and just oetore reveille next morning my 
elunvoer* were slightly disturbed wutii 
James W. Mark land, vf Duke * regiment, 
of "Morgan s Men,' entered uiy qiaio* 
and asked me If 1 was awake. 1 repiitd 
that 1 was sound asleep, whereupon he 
said that there were some persons who 
liked to have a nice “eye-opener” tKlo.c 
breakfast, and ho had, therefore, o »m«s 
to me with a bottle of very supeilur Ken¬ 
tucky “mountain dew.** 1 told him that 
l never got up in the night to drnk 
mountain or any other kind of dew. but 
If he would set the bottle down by th- 
side of my couch 1 would take a Urim 
with him when 1 got up in the morning. 
He compiled with my request, left tin 
bottle within my reach, and tiptoed out 
of my sleeping qua.iers. This Is gen¬ 
uine Kentucky hospitality, whore a nun 
hands you a bottle of “mountain dew. 
turns his back so he cannot see * w 
much you take, arul permits you to drlm: 
a* much as you please. 1 am sura tlu 
old Federal soldiers who read ih s> wl). 
agree with me that this nospttablc mulhoc 
of waking up a “Yankee** soldier is much 
belter than the way “Morgan’s Men* 
had of doing during the war, when they 
often woke us up by the crack of the 
revolvers. My sleeping in the camp of 
Gety. John Morgan’s Confederate cavalry 
occurred only last August. iHW. or in* 
more than forty years since the perknu 
of Morgan's activities In the field, umi I 
find them now to be not only peaceful, bu* 
exceedingly hospitable 

“Morgan's Men" held their annual re¬ 
union at Park’s Hill, Nicholas county. 
Ky., In the Bluegruss region, Auguet *4 
and 15. 190C, and I had a cordial tnvua 
tiun to meet with them on iftis occus'on 
I a coopted this Invitation. *pent two days 
and night* with these Confederate vet¬ 
erans at their annual reunion. * 

Home of my veteran frlen is of the Fed¬ 
eral army who live In the Nor n*'ir 
States, such as Massachusetts. Michigan 
n-id Iowa, have expressed regret that •’ ' >’ 
do not live near the border line, like m>- 
erlf, whero they could meet the ex-C m- 
federate soldiers in time of peace. My 
headquarters nro In Cincinnati and ir.y 
home in Covington, Ky . and being on 
the border lino l have the opportunity 
of saluting not only the men who wear 
the Grand Army button, but also fre¬ 
quently the veteran who wears the but¬ 
ton of the Confederate soldier. 

Thinking that the Union veterans llvy 
ing farther away from the border line 
than I do would like to know how the 
Gray Ghosts of the Confederate ar ny 
look nowadays, more than forty years 
after the war, 1 am telling of my iwm- 
days’ visit at the campfires of “Morgan s

of “Morgan’s Men” or the Seventh Old*

Gen. Basil W. Duke. 

The President of the Association of 
“Morgan’s Men" Is Gen. Basil W. Duke, 
wfco. on the death of Gen. Morgan, suc¬ 
ceeded to the command of the division, 
comprising ten regiments of cavalry. 1 
had met Gen. Duke when he was Colonel 
of the Second Kentucky Cavalry, com¬ 
manding the First Brigade of Morgan’s 
Division, at Buffington Island. Ohio, where 
with Col. Howard Smith, of the Sixth 
Kentucky Cavalry, be wax a prisoner. At 
that tlrm* (July. 1WS) Gen. Duke was about 
twenty-three years of age. and from the 
beginning of Moigan ? career had been 
Morgan’s right-hand man In all his cam- 
paighs. It was, therefore, right and 
prnfter and met with the entire approval 
of all of “Morgan's Men.” that Gen Duke 
should succeed to the command of the 
division <it Morgan's death. 

Tfy? very last hours of the Confederacy 
have been better described by G«D, Duke 
than any other writer 1 know of when 


Gen. Duke, in comand of Morgan's cav¬ 
alry*. comprising a portion of the mount¬ 
ed troops escort.ng Jefferson Davis In hu- 
effort to reach the Transmississlppi re¬ 
gion. tells that at Abbeville, 6. C , then 
vs a* held the last Conforedate council oh 
war. -Mr. Jefferson Davl*, President cm 
the falling Confederacy, desired to know 
from the commanders of the troops with 
nlm the true spirit of the men. At thi> 
ast council of war Mr. Jefferson Davi 
himself presided, and there were present 
Gen. John C. Breckinridge, Gvn. Biaxioti 
Bragg and Gens. Basil \V. Duke. Fergu¬ 
son, Dlbrell, W. C. P. Breckinridge and 
Vaughan, each of the last five named 
command.ng remnants of cavalry bilg 
ades forming the Davis escort. Gen. Dukt 
states that at the opening of this council 
of war Mr. Davis was apparently un¬ 
touched by the general demoiahxathu 
which then prevailed—he was affable, 
.dignified, and he looked the peraonlflca 
tn n of high and undaunted courage 
Uftih officer at this council of war gave 
n his turn, a statement of the condition, 
.rnd feelings of his men, and when asked 
.o do so announced his own views of th* 
situation. In substance, they all declnnu 
ih£t they and their followers despairs 
f successfuly conducting the war au> 
further, and doubted the propriety of pro- 
•nging it l^ach and every one of the? 1 - 
fficors, however, stated that the honor oJ 
n- soldiery was involved In afecurint 
ir. Davis' safe escape, and their prl i« 
nduced them to put off submission to th- 
ast moment. The general officers at th* 

• ninoll of war stated further that the.' 
vouM risk battle In the occomplishmcM: 
»f these objects, but they were una. 
mous In the statement that they woul* 
»ot ask their men to struggle longo 
gainst n fate which was Inevitable. no» 
’vujufd they oak their men to forfeit al 
tops of a restoration to their homes ami 
heir friends by continuing a buttl 
gainst fate. These opinions navlng be.* 
manimously announced. Mr Jeffers-a 
'avis declared that he wished to hear ji 
*! an which had for it* object merely nb 
internal safety—that. In his opinion. 2,5»* 
n’gve men were sufficient to prolong th« 
A«r until the present panlc.and demorali- 
uitlon had passed away, and these 2.50 
'rrave men would then be nucleus foi 
many thousands more. He urged thus* 
iresent at the council of war to accept 
*heae view** of the situation, and Gen 
Duke, In hla report of this most Interest¬ 
ing council, says: “We were all silent, 
for no one could agree with him. and w« 
all respected him too much to oppose him " 
.Nlr. Davis then said bitterly that he saw 
hat all hope was gone, that nil the 
friends of the South were prepared y 
onsent to her degradation. Qen. Duke 
•baled that this closed the council ot 
war. and adds that when Mr. Jefferaon 
Davis rose to leave the room he hnd io«t 
Hfs erect bearing, his face was pale, and 
he faltered so much in his step that Gen 
John C. Breckinridge stepped to his slu* 
to assist him. and, supported by Gen 
Breckinridge, he left the room. This wa> 
'he last ditch! This was the end of th* 
Confederacy! . . , 

At the Savannah river the next day 
(the 7th of May) the men of Morgan 
command were paid, through Che influ¬ 
ence of Gen. John C. Breckinridge, with 
a portion of the gold and sliver brought 
from Richmond. Vu.. and each man got 
from $26 to $32 In hard money. At Wash¬ 
ington. Ga.. on the same day, the «th 
of May. 1865. Mr. Davis left the cavalry 
escort with the understanding that he 
was to attempt to make hts escape. On 
the next day "Morgan’s Men." under the 
command of Gen. Duke, marched to 
Woodstock, Go., and there, under the 
advice of Gen. John C. Brock in ridge, 
given to Gen. Duke, tho last organization 
of “Morgnn’s Men” was disbanded. 

The events spoken of above occurred, 
as Is well known, in the Kprlng of l*6o. 
Now, forty-one years later, at the ro- 
union at Park’s Hill, Ky.. in August. 1906. 
I find Gen. Basil Duke still the com- 
mAndet of the veterans of "Morgan's 
Men." He is now about sixty-eight years 
of age, but retains In a very large de¬ 
gree the mental and physical actlvlti s 
of his younger years. In the camp-fire 
meetings of “Morgan’s Men" I found at 
times a* many as fifteen or twenty 
groups of Confederate veterans relating 
the experiences of the past, and "harking 
•back" to the far distant yonder, but In a 
little while one group and then another 
would melt away, all of the members 
gathering about Gen. Duke, until at *-r 
a little while all the separate group* hail 
dissolved and resolve*! themselves Into 
one large group about Gen. Duke. The 
camp-fire circles about Gen. Duke was 
widened and widened, and ns each new¬ 
comer pulled up his chair the circle would 
be opened that the newcomer might find 
a place. 

When their several stated meetings 
were held, there b*4ng ft meeting in thft 
morning, another in the afternoon and 
still another In the evening of the two 
days and nights 1 w’as with them. Gen. 
Duke presided, and he held the reins with 
a light hand, giving free play to every 
mafi. and no man felt under restraint.

Rev. Capt E. 0. Guerrant. 


I was a guest at the Rev. Capt. Quer- 
rani’s home one day At his Bluegrass 
Lvrm in Jessamin a, county. Ky., on which 
evasion there was a picnic in his woods 
pasture of the members of his Wilmore 
Presbyterian church, the Sunday-school 
scholars and the Federal and Confederate 
soldiers for twenty miles around. In corn- 
piny with Capt. Guerrant I was standing 
»m the -front porch as the numerous guest® 
drovei up to KM**: Jh&„ Captain. Among 
others comla« up I notlsed a fine-looking 
nun. with a double-seated carriage. In 
which there were also three ladies, evi¬ 
dently his wife and two daughters. He 
drove a beautiful pair of horses, one of 
tho handsomest pair of matched teams I 
have ever s*-on, und, having a good eye 
for horseflesh. I admired them greatly. I 
•ad not yet been Introduced to the owner 
of this fine team, but 1 sized him up as an 
-x-Conf©derate soldier. As he drove up to 
the porch he gave a military salute to 
Cant Guerrant. Then Capt. Otterrant 
(without infrodhclng' me) said to’hi* 
federate comrade: "Tom, be very careful 
where you hitch your team of fine horses, 
tnd you had better put a guard over them 
to-day/* 

Wtth a surprised look the owner of the 
•urn turned to Capt. Guerrant and saJd: 
Why should I put a guard over my team 
•ere on your farm?" “Because," said 
;apl. Guerrant, pointing to me, "there is 
i horsethJcf here from the Seventh Ohio 

cavalry." .

During 
th*» war Dr. Guerrant was Captain and 
Adjutant General of Giltner’s Cavalry 
Brigade, and for a brief period 1 was a 
prisoner in their hands, so you see my 
acquaintance with Capt. Guerrant dates 
back more than forty years. For rtiany 
years Cnpt. Guerrant has been <a distin¬ 
guished Doctor of Divinity of the Presby¬ 
terian denomination, and Is one of th* 
most popular preachers In the South, and 
there are few or none In the whole South 
who stand higher In the estimation of 
<he people than the Rev. Capt. Guerrant. 
At tne meetings of 'Morgan’s Men" he Is 
in great demand, as he tells war Ftorl- •* 
and reminiscences excellency well and 
has a great supply of good stories, and 
to '*ap it all he is a “powerful good mix¬ 
er.” knows everybody and everybody 
knows him.

Sharp, formerly of Chike’s regiment of 
Morgan’s cavairy. Capt. Sharp, like most 
of th© Kentucky verteruna, la a mighty 
good story teller. At the close of th© w^r 
Capt. Sharp, retaining bis side arms and 
a horse, as allowed by Gen. Grant, was 
\hotit to start for Ids home to take up the 
white man’s burden of providing for hlm- 
si*lf and little family. Some one asked hltn 
wmu he proposed doing, luid his answer 
was that In the* days to come he “propos¬ 
ed to attend strictly to hts own business, 
and If any of those darned Yankees Inter¬ 
fered* with him so doing, by Oosh, he 
would lick ’em again’/* 

On tho Ohio raid Capt. Sharp was 
with Morgan from start to finish and tells 
that at the last part of thli raid, when 
ihe outlook for “Morgan’s Men” was ex¬ 
ceedingly unfavorable, and the prison pens 
seemed to be almost within sight, ator- 
gan was annoyed b’y one of his men sing¬ 
ing, In a most monotonous way, ihls lit¬ 
tle refrain: 

“I wish I had my w-a-y! 

I wish I had my w-a-y:" 

This the man repeated in a sing-song 
manner over and over Again, till annoyed 
beyond endurance, Morgan turned on the 
man and said, "Well, what the dickens 
would you do if you did have your way?" 
The man In the same sing-song strain 
replied: 

"Oh! I'd go home and s-t-a-y! 

Oh! I’d go home and s-t-a-y!" 

Capt. Steve Sharp and myself slept In 
adjoining bunks at this Reunion. Early 
one morning a member of the Ninth Ken¬ 
tucky cavalry entered our sleeping apart¬ 
ments. Now. the Ninth Kentucky cayalry 
was Col. W. C. P. Breckinridge's regi¬ 
ment. and boldly claims to have seen 
more service than any of the other ten 
regiments of Morgan’s division. This i*gl- 
ment fought all the way from the Ohio 
river to Savannah. Ga., and thence buk 
Into the Carolina!*, the end of the war 
finding them a thin gray line, with Gtn.

“Oh.” said Sharp, “l remember.— 
that was a sort of a home guard regi¬ 
ment!" 

Sharp got whnt he was expecting when 
th^ newcomer rose up and in most vehe¬ 
ment language denied that the Ninth 
Kentucky wan a home guard regiment. 
The wrath of the newcomer was only 
appeased when Capt. Sharp recovered 

from his fit of laughter long enough to 
tell this man that he was only fishing for 
a rise out of the Ninth Kentucky, as he 
(Sharp) well knew that the Ninth Ken¬ 
tucky cavalry saw hard service from the 
beginning to the end of the* war. and was 
not by any means a home guard regi¬ 
ment.

At tho reunion of “Morgan's Men" was 
George B. Taylor, a veteran of Cluke's 
regiment, the Eighth Kentucky cavalry. 
My regiment the Seventh Ohio cavalry 
had captured Taylor, wtth others at Buf¬ 
fington Island. Ohio, when Morgan was 
on the Ohio raid, so that we are old ac¬ 
quaintances of more than forty years* 
standing. . „ 

George Taylor was fully aware of the 

fact that 1 had been captured by the 

Fourth Kentucky Cavalry In 1863. and 
that 1 got away from them on one of 
their own horses. Taylor is one of the 
young boys of the war. and even now 
scarcely has a gray hair. Being an ex¬ 
ceedingly good mixer, he Is always very 
popular at the reunions of “Morgnns 
Men ” One day he was trying to sell 

me a beautiful gaited sAddle horse, while 
a crowd of old Confedtrate soldiers wort 
standing around, watching the proceed¬ 
ings. Taylor was riding this horse lack 
and forth, showing hts fine points and 
different gaits, 'i his beautiful animal, 
under his fine horsemanship, excited my 
Interest very greatly, and. In company 
with a large bunch of old Confederate 
soldiers. I was admiring the horse. After 
Taylor had shown off his fine points and 
numerous gaits, and w*hile I was absorbed 
in admiring the horse, I said to him: 
"George, let me throw mv leg over that 
bora-' and try him myself/’ I was great¬ 
ly surprised and «a little Jarred whon the 
prompt response came hack. “No. sir! No. 
s‘r! 1 have a very distinct recollection of 
your getting a leg over one of our horses 
forty years ago, and you never came 
back, and you don’t get ri leg over this 
horso without putting up In advance.” 

This reply was greeted with great 
shouts of laughter from th* crowd pres¬ 
ent. So you see they still look upon me 
with suspicion when it comes to the mat¬ 
ter of a horse trade. They at*e quite will¬ 
ing to forgive >thi for being a Yankee 
sold! r. ana they freely forgive you for 
shooting at them for the four years of 
the war, and as freely forglvo you for 
taking them prisoners whenever you could 
do »o, and . they will accept you In full 
comradeship, but they will never, never, 
never forgive you for stealing one of 
their hordes, although In the matter of 
hors^-stcailng "Morgana Meo” have a

Gen. John B. Castleman. 
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Among other distinguished Kentuckians 
who had served with Morgan there was 
present at this reunion Gen. John B. Cas- 
tleman. who during the Civil War was a 
Captain In Duke’s Second Kentucky cav¬ 
alry. Morgan’s division. During the 
Spanish-American War Gen Castleman 
was a Brigadier General of United States 
volunteers. He Is a tall, handsome. i^>l- 
dlerly-looklng man. and bears a high rep¬ 
utation for soldierly qualities as display¬ 
ed during two wars. Gen. Castleman W 
nowadays a man of large means, and it 
may Interest some of the old soldiers 
who know Kentucky to learn that he is 
the owner of a large portion of the laud 
of what was formerly owned by the 
Shaker settlement on the Kentucky river, 
near Harrodsburg^ * * 

Col. Dick Morgan. 



There were so many distinguished Ken¬ 
tuckians of Morgan’s command present 
at this reunion that It would be Impos¬ 
sible for mo to name them all, but among 
those present 1 may mention Col. Dick 
Morgan, brother*of Gen. John II. Morgun. 
In the years slnco tho war Col. Morgan 
hus been a large dealer In hemp at Lex- 
.ngton. Ky., hemp being one of the great 
products of the State. We had captured 
Col. Dick Morgan at Buffington Island. 
O.. at the time of the Morgan raid 
through Ohio, and I have known him for 
many years. Col. "Dick” Morgan Is a 
very Interesting conversationalist so long 
as he can sit down comfortably in a 
chair, but It Is exceedingly difficult to get 
him up on his f#et to make a speech.

“Morgan’s Men” was In progress, a gen¬ 
tleman sitting behind me put hla ha mi 
on my shoulder to attract my attention.

Mr. Parrish 
told ino that he would like to have me 
bear ft message to two men of the Severnh 
Ohio cavalry. If I could find out w f hb they 
were, adding that when lie was neat*-At¬ 
lanta on duty as a member of tho Signal 
Corps, being located on the right of 
Hood’s army, while intehtly gazing In the 
direction of Sherman’s army to see what 
rn tvemenUi might be made that would call 
for signals from him. he wot greatly sut* 
prised to feel a hand laid on each of hts 
shoulders and when he turned to see who 
wan Interrupting him in his dutltx he 
greatly surprised to see two Federal fav tl- 
rymen who quietly announced to him that 
he was a prisoner.

Nashville. Tenn., July 27.—[Special.] 
—The Hon. James C. McReynolds, who 
has been employed by the United States 
Government to Institute and manage 
the case of the Government against the 
Tobacco Trust and Its allies, was for¬ 
merly a well-known member of the 
Nashville bar. When quite a young 
man he removed from Elkton, Ky.. to 
Nashville and began here the practice 
of his profession, rising, as tho years 
passed by. to an enviable position. He 
practiced mainly in the Chancery 
Court. 

The ability he exhibited in the prep¬ 
aration of pleadings In important cases 
and the clear-cut nature of his argu¬ 
ments before the courts gained for 
him considerable reputation. When ohe 
Hon. J. M. Dickinson, who had also 
been a Nashville lawyer, resigned as 
one of the assistants of the United 
States Attorney, Mr. McReynolds was 


appointed to succeed him. In that ofTloe 
ho displayed such ability before the 
United Staten Supreme Court in hand¬ 
ling the cases of the Government that 
he attracted the marked attention of 
President Roosevelt, who was loath to 
accept his resignation. 

On hi* removal to New York City to 
I’Tgage In the practice of his profession, 
he was employed by the legal depart¬ 
ment of the Government to prepare and 
institute the case In which he is now 
engaged, an 1 for which a lifelong train¬ 
ing peculiarly fitted him.

Oyster Bay. N. Y., July 27.—In reply 
to a letter from Admiral Brownson, 
relative to the Georgia disaster.

The Georgia uccldeqt was most de¬ 
plorable, hut there are bright spots con¬ 
nected with it, as hus been the case with 
nil of tho turret accidents. 1 refer to 
the splendid spirit and courage that has 
been shown by our men in every case. 

You doubtless know that the Georgia, 
immediately after landing her wounded, 
returned to the target range, arriving 
there about 1 o’clock the same evening-- 
and early the next morning was again on 
the firing line to finish up her practice. 
Admiral Thomas’ action In sending the 
ship bark to her work without a moment's 
delay teas highly commendable. In a 
conyehsktlcfri with him In Newport. I 
gathered that the work done by the 
Georgia's crew after the accident was ex¬ 
cellent. Mr. Newberry, the acting secre¬ 
tary. told me this morning that one of the 
six-Inch guns nearly tied the world's 
record. 

President Roosevelt replied to Ad- 
mral Brownson a* follows: 

Oyster Bay. N. Y.. July 26. 1907. My 
Dear Admiral: Many thunks for your 
letter. 1 would like through you to con¬ 
gratulate Admiral Thomns and especially 
the officers and crew of the Georgia upon 
the way In which without a moment's de¬ 
lay the ship went hark to her work. The 
whole navy is to be congratulated at the 
spirit shewn by the officers and enltfcted 
men on board the Georgia in this Instance, 
and ori board the Missouri and Texas in 
the other instance to which you refer. 
Sincerely yours.

Thomas W. Perry. City Treasurer of 
Jeffersonville, has been instructed by 
the Board of Public Works of that city 
to pay no more water bills until the 
Jeffersonville Water Supply Company 
furnishes pure water. Members of the 
company assert that its driven wells 
are not able to supply sufficient water 

UNCLE GOES TO PENITENTIARY j because of the waste in sprinkling, and 

1 in order to meet the demand for wa¬ 
ter the company has had to pump river 
water into its mains. 

When the Jeffersonville waterworks 
was first put into operation many years 
ago river water was us* d to the exclu¬ 
sion of all other. As there is no filter 
connected with the Jeffersonville wa¬ 
terworks. it was Impossible to elimin¬ 
ate the mud from the river water. So 
numerous became the complaints be¬ 
cause of the muddy water that the wa¬ 
ter company finally announced that It 
would sink driven wells near the Quar¬ 
termaster's Depot and supply its con¬ 
sumers with wat-r from these wells. 
It did so. and during tho winter and 
fall reasons the company experienced 
no difficulty In supplying Us consumers 
with pure, clear water. 

Not until the consumers began to use 
water for sprinkling purposes this sum¬ 
mer did the supply from the driven 
wells give out. For a time the. water 
company tried the plan of supplying 
Us consumers with water from the 
driven wells in tbo forenoon and from 
the river In the afternoon and night. 
Of late, however, the company has been 
supplying river water altogether, am! 
it has been so muddy that It could be 
used for no purpose except sprinkling.

PROMINENCE OF GOVERNORS. 

[lyesllc** Weekly.) 

In the early days Kentucky’s Gov¬ 
ernors felt that they held very nearly 
as exalted a rank as did the President 
of the United States. That was the 
time in which there was some doubt ns 
to whether the Federal Government 
could govern. When President Wash¬ 
ington. In 1789, went on a tour through 
part of New England, Gov. John Han¬ 
cock refused, at first, to call upon him 
when he entered Massachusetts. Han¬ 
cock said that Massachusetts was a 
sovereign State before there was a 
United States, and he felt that he held 
Just about as big an office as that 
which Washington was filling. The 
growth of the West, however, with its 
nationalistic Ideas, together with Juck- 
son’s suppression of nullification in 1832 
and Lincoln's much 1 irger work along 
the same line a generation later, ex¬ 
alted the centralization Idea, dealt a 
blow* to State exclusiveness and corre¬ 
spondingly lowered the dignity of the 
governorship in the executive scale. To¬ 
day. though, notwithstanding the drift 
toward centralization of authority in 
Washington, ihe governorship is as¬ 
suming a new* prominence, and the office 
Is becoming more and more attractive 
to men of ability and ambition. It is. 
however, the man behind the office 
w’hich counts. At the present moment 
the level of ability and character 
among the Executives of the States is 
higher than it has been for mnny years. 

FRENCH WOMEN EMANCIPATED. 

fNew York Herald. 1 
Two laws relating to the feminine 
movement have been promulgated. One 
authorizes divorced women to contract 
a new marriage within a few months 
after divorce Is pronounced. 

The otlieV. which was before Parlia¬ 
ment thirteen years, grants married 
women the right to dispose of their 
earnings, over which hitherto th**fr 
husbands possessed complete control. 
Wives can now* acquire property Inde- 
pencfently w’lth their wages, but must 
contribute their share toward the 
household expenses. If, however, a 
woman squanders her money her hus¬ 
band can obtain an order from the 
courts withdrawing her right to expend 
her earnings. 

A woman’s separate property may be 
seized by creditors for debts contracted 
by the husband for th* household, but 
not for his personal debts.

Washington. July 25.— [Speclal.1 
The fragrance and the glamour of a 
royal romance, done up In lavender, 
lie tucked away within the walls of 
stately Georgetown University. In the 
keeping of the priests. The element of 
doubt and mystery that envelopes the 
sentimental tradition that Includes two 
continents only enhances Its pictur¬ 
esque and dramatic aspects. Fancy s 
range Is so much freer than that of 
fact. The apochryphal has such wide 
possibilities. Speculation affords so 
many more thrills than prosaic assur¬ 
ance. There's such a zest In being kept 
guessing. The world of wondering 
knows no bounds. 

There Is a pictorial incongruousness 
in the data of a vivid heart story of the 
long ago. being In the custody of stern 
Jesuit fathers, themselves ascetlcally 
Immune from such experiences. The 
love affairs of a King of England, the 
honorable amours of the famed First 
Gentleman of Europe/* seem inimita¬ 
bly separated from their ghostly offices. 
America seem* over-new' and over- 
prosaic for grand opera conspiracies 
and designs of statecraft. Yet there’s 
the whole exhilarating romance before 
one’s very eyes within the gray eccle¬ 
siastical pile that rises majestically 
from the very banks of the Potomac. 

• • • 

Mysterious Parentage. 

The only son of the Prince of Walse. 
afterward King George IV., Is believed 
to have been one of the earliest stu¬ 
dents at Georgetown University. James 
Lycurgus Ord, a youth of mysterious 
parentage, bearing the name of his 
adopted parents in London, newly land¬ 
ed In America, was placed at the 
Georgetown College In the year 1800 
by the Rev. Notley Young, to be edu¬ 
cated for the Jesuit priesthood. Little 
was known of the history of the strange 
lad. beside the fact that his foster par¬ 
ents, a British seaman and Ms wife, 
frequently hinted to him in his early 
childhood that he was of royal birth. 

Strong circumstantial evidence point¬ 
ed toward the fact that young Ord w'as 
spirited away from England by royal 
command because he was the son of 
George Prince of Wales and the lat¬ 
ter's morganatic wife, the beautiful 
Mrs. Fitzherbert. a strong Catholic, 
who Intermittently held the affections 
of the capricious monarch throughout 
almost his entire life. 

The secret marriage of the Prince of 
Wales and Mrs. Fitzherbert has been 
established beyond a peradventure. 
That there was Issue from such a ro¬ 
mantic alliance Is far leas sure. How¬ 
ever. such a theory, supported by more 
or less documentary evidence. Is con¬ 
fidently accepted by many. The exile 
of the unacknowledged child, who 
might assert himself as heir to the 
throne, w'as a political necessity. Eng¬ 
land had already seen far too much 
of young pretenders. Young Ord was 
sent to Spain when old enough to leave 
his foster parents, and put In charge 
there of a Capt. Fltxherbert. a relative 
of his supposed mother. 

The American banishment and loss 
of identity followed within a few years. 
The alleged parents of the young man 
never evinced the slightest Interest In 
their royal offspring. In 1836 James 
Ord. then filling a prosaic Government 
clerkship In Washington In a moat 
commonplace way—this son of a King 
—he hod long since relinquished his 
priestly vocation—wrote a letter to Mrs. 
Fltxherbert, asking her to corroborate 
the prevailing theory of his royal par¬ 
entage. A copy of the letter Is still 
preserved. Mrs. Fitzherbert never re¬ 
plied.

James Ord’s Sons. 


$ 
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James Ord died in Omaha, aged] 
elghty-one. His wife was Miss Ro-1 
becca Ruth Cresup, of Washington. His 
sons, Paciflcus, Placldus and Leonidas, 
like their father, were also students at 
the Georgetown College, one of the 
oldest Catholic educational Institutions 
in the United States, founded by Bish¬ 
op John Carroll of Carrollton, the first 
Catholic bishop of the United States, 
afterward a Jesuit archbishop. None 
of the Ords ever entered the priesthood. 

Upon the walls of one of Che study 
halls in the Georgetown University 
.hangs a portrait In oils of James Ord, 
George IV.'s supposed son, painted in 
his wrinkled old age. Paciflcus Ord. 
his son. Is pictured among the notable 
alumni of the institution, In the same 
stately apartment. In the beautiful 
library of the sumptuous university Is 
a considerable aggregation of books and 
record* pertaining to George IV., Mrs. 
Fitzherbert and their presumable son. 
thought to have been born In the 
Prince’s favorite city of Brighton. The 
priestly faculty of the beautiful uni¬ 
versity, a scholarly company of gen¬ 
tlemen. are most courteous In their as¬ 
sistance and in their according of priv¬ 
ileges to those interested In Ord-Fltz- 
hofbert researches. A large correspond¬ 
ence Is In constant circulation relating 
to the romantic theory.

own, our native land.” 

Think bf having to dress in real 
clothes cn a day like Ia*t Thursday 
*pd attend a garden party, or any¬ 
thing else held on dry land. 

To read of the wraps worn by modish 
French and English women. * ven 
though the wraps be made of tulle an 
bordered with fur. is enough to g!vu 
us a brainstorm this hot weather. At 
the same time. If we don light apparel, 
and not much of it. and sit under th 
current of an electric fan. It is rathei 
interesting to know what the real fa'h- 
ioitables are doing and wearing.

The Grand Prlx has not. as U Is tradi¬ 
tionally supposed to do. closed the Paris 
season, coming so early In June as It lias 
The race course* ar© crowded with white 
frocks and purple hats, the clubs In the 
Bojs are very gay and all the embassies 
who have gardens ore giving their usual 
garden parlies The illuminations for 
these occasion.* at the Austrian and at 
the German embassies and at the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs are carried out on a 
fairy*like scale. Rows of electric lights 
outline all the walks, parterres and flow¬ 
er beds rim the edges of the fountains 
and the brims of the great marble or 
stone vases, as well as follow the archi¬ 
tectural lines of the palace Itself Hid¬ 
den among the shrubbery are the long, 
purple or red lights, shielded In such a 
way that the color Is thrown upward Into 
the branches of the huge tree*, giving 
most unreal and dreamlike effects. The 
chiffon shawls and cloaks, which are worn 
over the evening dreascs for the garden 
promenade ore dlaphanously suggestive 
of fairyland. It to piquant to hens: these 
mouse* lino cloaks In straight flat lines 
across the bare shoulders, scantily, with 
the sleeve cut In one, and no trimming 
thrro tave a hand of velvet, while the 
trailing hem spread* in bell shape nnd Is 
loaded with embroideries, spangles or lace 
When the Austrian Ambaesadrlce made a 
tour of the embassy gardens the other 
night she wore a sh<twl-?hapcd wrap 
made of one layer of white mouasellne 
de sole bordered with two narrow bands 
of black bear fur. a wider hand encircling 
the neck of the wrap While the fur 
gave sufficient warmth In the cool night, 
the gause revealed transparently the ele¬ 
gant silhouette of her gray tutln-swathed 
figure.

In on* 
shade of purple, are rather effective. The 
motif Is medallion-shaped and bound with 
black velvet, the design not «lv.nvs com¬ 
plete. and the lac« l* tinted purple to 
match and give a uniform effect Most 
elegant women are wearing finest silk 
gloves, tinted In delicate colorings, to 
mutch rhe gowns, the long arms plain or 
Inset with tinted lace, while a bracelet or 
an Irish Tore. :n twisted gold, clasping It 
high above the elhrw. below the tiny 
sleeve puff of the sunypei frock. Lace 
mltter* arc used rather for dining at a 
restaurant—for a whole afternoon of go- 
Ing-about dainty women find the uncov¬ 
ered fingers do not remain In the immac¬ 
ulate condltton thst to alone permissible.

Whitecaps In Indiana. 

Gov. Hanly, of Indiana, has begun a 
campaign for the extermination of 
whitecapping. The State has long been 
noted for this particular kind of mob 
activity. At present the county of 
Brown is particularly In evidence as 
the home of that sort of lawlessness, 
but the people there are not content to 
rest under the stigma. Promi¬ 
nent men and officials say that the 
overwhelming sentiment of the county 
is in favor of law and order, and that 
they condemn the action of the few 
whose pernicious activity gives the 
county a bad name. 

We are told that there has existed 
in Brown county an oath-bound organ¬ 
ization that committed outrages for 
private revenge, and kept the whole 
countryside intimidated. If one of the 
gang gets angry with a man, It is 
Intimated, the members get together 
and give the man a whipping. The 
good citizens. It is said, disapprove of 
this. In other respects the county 
claims to be very law-abiding and vlr- 
tupus. There are no saloons or blind 
tigers In the county. There Is only one 
drug store, and It does not keep liquors. 
The Jail has not had a prisoner for 
months, and there is only one man 
•from the county in a penal Institution. 
'AH of which seems to show that there 
is no need for illegal methods of pun¬ 
ishment, and very little for those that 
are according to law, except to put 
down whitecapping. 

How does it happen that a county 
said to be so law-abiding should be 
singled out for a bad eminence among 
the supporters of whltecapism? It is 
probably to be found in the statement 
that the oath-tbound organization has 
the whole community terrorized. It is 
intimated that the men who are in tfe 
organization are exceptionally bad; 
that they are in a minority; that 
their pretenses of punishing crime are 
a mere shield for the gratification of 
private vengeance. It must be, there¬ 
fore, that these men find their security 
In the terror which they inspire among 
the better classes. It Is clearly to be 
inferred from what Is .said of them that 
the people know' who they are, or have 
good reason for suspecting certain per¬ 
sons to be the guilty parties. But It Is 
apparently impossible to convict any¬ 
body of whitecap outrages, and the rea¬ 
son assigned is that the organization 
has alibis to order. It must prove these 
alibis by members of the organization, 
and that raises the question why such 
testimony should be taken as true. It 
must be because the juries fear the 
revenge of the organization upon them 
if they bring In verdicts of guilty. 

Organizations of this sort are some¬ 
times made in consequence of the prev¬ 
alence of crime, and the inertia of the 
courts. Men say that the ordinary tri¬ 
bunals of Justice have failed to answer 
the purpose for which they were insti¬ 
tuted. and that society Is, theroforo, 
remitted to the original principle of 
eelf-protection. It 1 b an Insidious and 
dangerous argument, which commends 
itself to a good many minds; but what 
is the result? Very often the vigilance 
committee, or whatever it may be 
called, begins by inflicting punishment 
upon notorious offenders against the 
law, and the irregularity of the pro¬ 
ceeding is conveniently ignored. But 
ae <the apparent need for such a com¬ 
mittee passes away, the better elements 
of It drop out and are succeeded by 
men of criminal instincts. Then the 
organization not only seeks Immunity 
for Itself by outrages on those who try 
to enforce the law, but It aJso uses its 
power for personal gain, for the set- 
tlement of individual grudges, for all 
ports of purposes except that for which 
the organization profeaaedly exists. 
From an extra legal association It be¬ 
comes one that Is distinctly anti-legal, 
and It establishes a reign of terror 
which makes the orderly enforcement 
of tho law impossible. Such a com¬ 
munity needs aid from the out- 
#dde to enable the forces of order to 
assert themselves effectively, and the 
Governor of the State proposes to do 
what he can to give the required as¬ 
sistance.

Facing Both Ways. 

It Is an old saying worthy of all ac¬ 
ceptation that history repeats Itself. 
But In nothing has the truth of the 
apothegm been better exemplified by 
the Republicans than In the matter of 
tariff revision. Periodically ever since 
shortly after the Dlngley Tariff lew 
went into effect with its high rate of 
duty imposed for tho benefit of the 
trusts at the expense of the conaum 
ere, whenever the popular voice in de¬ 
mand of a revision and reduction of 
rates has become loud there has 
been an apparent weakening among 
some of the prominent leaders of 
the party and a disposition man! 
fested to respect the protest. 
But this is for mere temporary 
effect and to keep down the ris- 
lng tide of protest. This temporiz 
ing spirit is practiced until within 
year or so of the Presidential election 
when the cry is raised that Jt will not 
do to consider the question of revision 
in a presidential year. This was very 
clearly illustrated four years ago when 
the tariff-reform Idea found a foot-hold 
in Massachusetts, which caused alarm 
among the Republican leaders, and 
later brought forth actual results In the 
election of Douglas, tho Democratic 
candidate for Governor. Previous to 
this time, however, and before the 
Presidential year, 1904, Senator Hoar, 
who did not long survive, was so Im¬ 
pressed with the popular expression in 
favor of revision that in a public ut¬ 
terance he yielded so far to the clamor 
as to give a modified expression in 
favor of a change in some of the 
schedules, but pleaded that it would 
be unwise to discuss the question in 
a Presidential year. His expression 
was so positive that the reformers had 
hopeful anticipation of his Influence In 
the succeeding Senate. But prec-edtng 
the election he died, and the reform 
element was deprived of the Influence 
of his support In the subsequent effort 
for effecting their object. 

In the interval since President Roose¬ 
velt's election there have been similar 
tactics. There have not been lacking 
numerous instances In which both 
Senators and Congressmen of promln 
ence in the Republican party have, in 
carefully prepared Interviews, express¬ 
ed themselves favorably to revision. 
But now, having effected their object 
in giving ground for belief In the sin 
cerlty of their purpose, the election in 
November, 1908, Is pleaded as a reason 
for further postponement of the issue. 
The latest to use the Hoar argument Is 
Senator Hopkins of IlMnols, who, after 
a recent visit to Oyster Bay. while de¬ 
claring himself as warmly In favor of 
a revision of the tariff and predicting 
that the Republican party will see that 
it is done after the election. Insists 
that It would be suicidal to take It up 
until after that event. 

There la but one explanation of thi9 


contradictory or two-faced attitude of 
such Republican leaders. If they are 
sincere In their promise of reform or 
belief In the wisdom of revision, why 
do they refuse to put the matter to the 
test at the best time for effecting the 
object? La it because It would oetm 
a surrender to the Democratic principle, 
while still holding to the support of 
their part of the revision element, or 
It regarded suicidal. from the 
fact that they would not have 
I lie usual large contributions to 
the election fund from the trusts? 
Whatever the reason, to the experi¬ 
enced politician It is but the same old 
game of running with the hare and 
holding with the hounds, or as a con¬ 
temporary puts It, trying to hold one 
faction by a promise of revision and 
another faction by the threat of it. 


Our Influence At The Hague. 

The Hague conference is showing 
good progress In Its work, the 
committees Interspersing their official 
labors with social recreations, enabling 
the representatives of the various na¬ 
tions to overcome the obstacle at first 
encountered In the diversity of lan¬ 
guages and means of communicating 
their Ideas. Among the delegations, 
that from the United States is recog* 
nlzed as among the very first In point 
of ability and Influence. Thus far It 
has contributed more than that of any 
other country to the success of the con¬ 
ference. Its proposal for the collection 
of contractual debts, most ably advo¬ 
cated by leading members of the dele¬ 
gation. has had such favorable expres¬ 
sion In committee that Its adoption by 
practically a unanimous vote of the 
conference Is generally conceded. Lat¬ 
est advices also state that the propo¬ 
sition regarding the permanency of the 
arbitration court, proposed by our dele¬ 
gation, regarded as the most Important 
step of the conference, will also be ac¬ 
cepted. perhaps with amendments to 
which the delegation will not object. 

Another American proposition, that 
relating to general arbitration. Is meet¬ 
ing with some opposition, not as 
against the principle, but because of 
the difficulty apprehended in carrying 
out the details of the plan. Lately, 
however, the British Government has 
Instructed its delegation to support 
both the permanent court and the gen¬ 
eral arbitration propositions, and this. 
It Is thought, will secure the adoption 
of the latter as well as the former. 
There is still another American prop¬ 


osition relating to a permanent period¬ 

ical conference which. It is believed, 
will receive favorable action, but In or¬ 
der not to interfere with the work al 
ready under discussion It Is announced 
that It will not be introduced until near 
the close of the session. It will be seen 
therefore, that while the proposition for 
the limitation of armament, which was 
so warmly advocated by our delega¬ 
tion. failed in Its adoption, notwith 
standing It received the votes of a large 
majority of the countries represented, 
but not a representative preponderance 
of the vote, the United States maintains 
a position of Influence In the conference 
highly creditable to Its delegation and 
flattering to the pride of their country¬ 
men. 


Two Treaties, 

The treaty which the Government of 
Japan forced the Emperor of Korea to 
sign November 17. 1906, was as follows; 

"Article 1—The Government of Japan, 
through the Department of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs in Toklo. will hereafter have con¬ 
trol and direction of the external relations 
and affairs of Korea, and the diplomatic 
and consular representatives of Japan will 
have charge of the subjects and intercets 
of Korea in foreign countries. 

"Article 2—The Government of Japan 
undertakes to see to the execution of the 
treaties actually existing between Korea 
and other Powers, and the Government of 
Korea engages not to conclude hereafter 
any act or engagement having an Interna^ 
tion&l character except through the me¬ 
dium of the Government of Japan. 

"Article 3—The Government of Japan 
shall be represented at the court of hia 
majesty, the Emperor of Korea, by a 
resident general, who shall reside at Seoul, 
primarily for the purpose of taking charge 
of and directing matters relating to dip¬ 
lomatic affairs. He shall have the right 
of private and personal audience of his 
majesty, the Emperor of Korea. The Jap¬ 
anese Government shall also have the 
right to station residents at the several 
open ports and such other places In Ko¬ 
rea as they may deem necessary. 8uch 
residents shall, under the direction of the 
Resident General, exercise the powers and 
functions hitherto appertaining to Japan¬ 
ese Consuls in Korea, and shall perform 
such duties as may be necessary in order 
to carry into full effect the provisions of 
this agreement. 

"Article 4—The stipulations of all trea¬ 
ties and agreements existing between Ja¬ 
pan and Korea not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this agreement ahall con¬ 
tinue in force. 

Article 6—The Government of Japan 
undertakes to maintain the welfare and 
dignity of the imperial house of Korea." 

It is reprinted here to show the ex¬ 
tent of Japanese authority In Korea be¬ 
fore the recent crisis in that kingdom 
and to present the preliminary under¬ 
standing which inevitably was to lead 
to the further growth of Japanese sov¬ 
ereignty. It will be seen that by this 
treaty all the foreign interests of Ko¬ 
rea were assumed by the Japanese 
Government. The Government of Ko¬ 
rea engaged "not to conclude hereafter 
any act or engagement having an in- 
temotional character except through 
the medium of the Government of Ja¬ 
pan." The effort of Korea to enlist the 
support of The Hague Conference was 
a violation of this pledge, even though 
that pledge may have been obtained 
from Korea's Emperor by force. An¬ 
other paragraph provided for the office 
of the Resident General with unlimited 
powers. 

Contract that treaty with the fol¬ 
lowing agreement drawn up and signed 
three days ago: 

"Tho Governments of Japan and Korea, 
In view of the early attainment of pros¬ 
perity and strength In Korea, and the 
speedy promotion of the welfare of the 
Korean people, have agreed upon and 
concluded the following stipulations: 

"Article 1—The Government of Korea 
shall follow the direction of the Resident 
General In connection with the reform 
of the administration. 

"Article 2—Korea shall not enact any 
law or ordinance or carry out any ad¬ 
ministrative measure unless it has the 
previous approval of the Resident Gen 
era!. 

"Article 3—Judicial affairs of Korea 
shall be kept distinct from ordinary ad¬ 
ministrative affairs. 

‘Article 4—No appointment or dis¬ 
missal of Korean officials of high grade 
ahall be made without the consent of the 
Resident General. 

'Article 6—Korea shall Appoint to of¬ 
ficial positions such Japanese as are rec¬ 
ommended by the Resident General. 

Article 6—Korea shall not engage any 
foreigner without the consent of the 
Resident General. 

"Article 7—The first clause of the 
agreement between Japan and Korea, 
dated August 22. 1904. Is hereby abro¬ 
gated." 

In two chapters we are shown the 
course of Japanese ascendancy. In the 
agreement of this week Lhe Resident 
General becomes absolute. The Gov¬ 
ernment of Korea falls wholly under 
his dominion. Nothing can be done 
without his approval. Korea Is extin¬ 
guished as a distinot nation. It be¬ 
comes but a part of Japan, with & so- 
called Korean Emperor on the throne 
as a delusion, a pretense, a sop to Ko¬ 
rean patriotism. From bad to worse, 
then to—-better. That appears to be 
the programme prescribed for the Her 
mit Kingdom that was. 


of Seville has been in consultation with 

the Duke of Veragua. a descendant of 
Columbus, and he Is said to have sig¬ 
nified not merely his willingness to 
the change, but even pleasure that it 
should be proposed. 

It does not hurt America much to 
have the epitaph at Seville stand as It 
Is. The implication that the country 
most concerned In the discovery of 
America has a right to govern It In her 
own way for all time cannot, of course, 
be admitted. Spain lost her American 
possessions by her own fault, and It Is 
Just as well that she should not adver¬ 
tise this fact by any petulant inscrip¬ 
tion over the grave of Columbus, who, 
after all. was an Italian and not a 
Spaniard. The removal of the Inscrip¬ 
tion. however, will be honorable for 
Spain, as w*ell as agreeable to Ameri¬ 
cans who visit that region.

Mrs. Eddy’s Case. 

Mrs. Eddy, of Concord. N. H.. w<ho 
Is the founder of the Christian Science 
Church and Is engaged at the 

age of eighty-five In vigorously 
resisting an action at law brought 
by a son of the first of her 
five marriages, to take from her the 
management of her large estate, is de¬ 
scribed by W. E. Curtis, who has re¬ 
cently visited her home for investiga¬ 
tion of the case, as & very remarkable 
woman. He states that she is worth 
about $900,000 in real estate and stocks, 
her Income from which is fully $100,000 
a year. This was derived chiefly from 
the sale of her books, which have been 
published from her own printing estab¬ 
lishment In Boston. Of one of these, 
on "Science and Health," she has sold 
860,000 copies, at $5 a copy, and the 
sale is still large, while there are others 
which have yielded handsome returns 
Since she organized a church for the 
maintenance of her peculiar tenets, 
about twenty years ago. she has de¬ 
voted a large part of her Income to Its 
support. The building which she erect¬ 
ed in Concord, at a cost of $260,000, is 
a handsome granite structure, with < 
set of chimes and an auditorium seat 
lng 1,100 persons. Her contributions, 
however, are not limited to the support 
of her doctrinal tenets, but are extend¬ 
ed to all objects of charity or public 
interest which appeal to her sympathy. 
Still active in the management of her 
large estate, she shows a remarkable 
energy for one of her age. and com¬ 
mands the respect and friendship of 
the community In which she lives. 

The litigation now pending has been 
brought by her son, George D. Glover, 
of South Dakota, joined by several 
other members of her family more re¬ 
motely related, who seek to take the 
control of her affairs out of her hands 
on the ground that she is Incapable of 
attending to her affairs and is sur¬ 
rounded by persons who are conspiring 
to deprive her natural heirs of their 
lawful rights. William E. Chandler, of 
New Hampshire, former Senator and 
Secretary of the Navy, Is their attor¬ 
ney, while she is also represented by 
abte counsel. The court ha© appointed & 
commissioner to Investigate and report 
upon her mental condition.

The Bones of Columbus. 

After the Spanish-American War the 
remains of Christopher Columbus, or 
the supposed remains, were removed 
from Havana to Seville, In Spain. The 
Spaniards were in no amiable mood, so 
upon the tomb there Is an inscription 
which reads a© follows: "When un¬ 
grateful America, separated Itself from 
the mother country Seville took back 
his bones." 

There has been a good deal of dis¬ 
pute about the bones of Columbus, and 
there are those who say that those 
burled at Havana and afterward re¬ 
moved to Seville are not the genuine 
remains of the great discoverer. How¬ 
ever this may be. they will probably be 
recognized as genuine, and that 
amounts to about the same thing so far 
as honoring the memory of Columbus 
Is concerned.

making, upon trial by combat, upon the 
| processes of primitive Industry. It 
I would not be impossible to revive and 
develop these historic games Into a 
tremendous pow*er for the very sort of 
recreation and refreshment which a 
man living In an Industrial city most 
needs and of the sort which nothing 
else could afford him. The commingling 
of many nationalities fn the average 
American city would not prove a dis¬ 
advantage in this undertaking, for 
every attempt at adaptation of the 
primitive activities would bring the 
game nearer the universal type and 
therefore make more valuable Its rec¬ 
reative quality. 

Perhaps never before have the pleas¬ 
ures of the young and mature become 
so definitely separated as in the moderm 
city. The public dance halls filled with 
frivolous and vapid young people in a 
feverish search for pleasure are but a 
sorry* substitute for Lhe immemorial 
dance© on the village green in which ad 
of the older people of the village par¬ 
ticipated. Chaperonage was not then 
a social duty, but natural and inevi¬ 
table and the whole courtship period 
was naturally guarded by the conven¬ 
tions and restraints which were taken 
as a matter of course and had devel¬ 
oped through years of publicity and 
simple propriety. 
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The Modem City. 


Before the examination was held Mrs. 
Stonestreets suspicions were aroused 
because of the fact that there were 
twenty-six applicants, where there are 
usually not more than seven or eighL 
There are only twenty-three schools for 
colored children in the county outside 
of the city, and they already have 
their full quota of teachers. So w hen 
Mrs. Stonestreet received the official 
question sheet she determined to exer¬ 
cise her authority and made certain 
changes in It which would prove cir¬ 
cumstantially at any rate whether or 
not her suspicions of something being 
wrong were correct 
She substituted new questions for the 
official ones for arithmetic, civil gov¬ 
ernment, geography and physiology. 
Tw*enty-three of the tw*enty-six mem¬ 
bers of the class. Just as she supposed 
they would, fell down hard on the sub¬ 
stituted questions, while nearly all of 
them went through with flying colors 
on the unchanged ones. Most of the 
answer© to Lhe questions which had 
been changed fit admirably for the ones 
which had been originally given out 
This convinced Mrs. Stonestreet that 
those of the class w*ho had got hold 
of the questions had learned them off 
by heart, and were ready to answer 
them that w*ay. 

Mrs Stonestreet. furthermore, deter¬ 
mined to throw out the whole examina¬ 
tion, denying certificates to all except 
three, who made creditable showings 
on the changed subjects, and w*ho. Mrs. 
Stonestreet is Inclined to believe, had 
not bought the answers, which she feels 
certain were peddled out. The whole 
matter has been reported to Fupt. 
Fuqua, of the State Department of 
Education, though so far Mrs. Stone¬ 
street ha© received no instructions from 
him as to her future course. Theft of 
the questions is a pen itentiary offense. 

FINE FIXINGS 


But during these later centuries, at 
the very time that the city has be¬ 
come distinctly Industrial and dally la¬ 
bor Is continually more monotonous 
and subdivided, w*e seem to have de¬ 
cided that no provision for public rec¬ 
reation Is necessary. It would be in¬ 
teresting to trace how far tills thought¬ 
less conclusion Is responsible for the 
vicious excitements and trivial amuse¬ 
ments which in a modem city so large¬ 
ly take the place formerly supplied by 
public recreation and manly sports. It 
would be illuminating to know the 
legitimate connection between lack of 
public facilities for decent pleasures 
and our present social Immoralities. 

It is needless to remind you thait 
our present cities are largely composed 
of people who were born In the coun¬ 
try, and who have come either *as im¬ 
migrants or as "country people come 
to town." What happens to a man 
when he finds himself detached from 
his country experiences and permanent¬ 
ly settled in a modem city? In the 
country he tilled his fields, harvested 
his crop and fed his children with the 
proceeds—a perfectly simple and direct 
process between cause and effect, be¬ 
tween the discharge of energy and Its 
reward. But when he comes to town it 
is his chief business not to conquer his 
environment, but to subordinate him¬ 
self to It. to fit hls activities to the 
conditions in which he finds himself— 
to obey the foreman In hls factory, to 
manipulate prepared material which is 
placed in hls hands. The appeal to hls 
eye is complicated and trivial, the use 
of his muscles Is fussy and monotonous, 
the relation between cause and effect 
Is remote and obscure. The entire 
process is a reversal of hls country 
experience. Hls business is no longer 
to subdue nature but to subordinate 
hlmeelf to man.

In point of fact, we have a multl- 


The modern city is content, however, 
to turn over all tho public provision* 
for dancing to the proprietors of 
“hails," who deliberately use It as 
snare to vice, and at the best make 
money from this Insatiable desire on 
lhe port of young people. We have no 
sense of responsibility in regard 
their pleasures and continually forgot 
that amusement Is stronger than vice, 
and that it a)one can stifle the lust for 
it. We see all about us much vice, 
which is merely a lust .for pleasure 
"gone wrong," the illicit expression of 
what might have been not only normal 
and recreative pleasure, but an lnstru 
ment in the advance of a higher social 
morality. 

We cannot imagine a young athlete 
who la rushing to Join hls baseball 
team, willing to stop long enough in 
saloon that he may taste the full va 
riety of drinks in order to detect the 
one that is "doctored." although that 
is a common source of excitement now 
We cannot Imagine a boy who by 
walking three blocks can secure for 
himself the delicious sensation to be 
found In the swimming pool preferring 
to play craps in a foul and stuffy alley, 
even with the unnatural excitement 
gambling offers. The spectacle 
young people wandering up and down 
the public streets, giggling and shout 
lng and pushing each other off the 
pavement, is but a sorry substitute for 
the charm and beauty which Ohe period 
of courtship might bring into a city 
if It were treated with dignity and de 
corum. 

The only marvel is that this stupid 
attempt to put the fine old w ine of tra 
diilonaJ country life Into the dull bot 
tie of the modern town does not lead 
to disaster oftener than It does, and 
that the wine so long remains pure and 
sparkling. Every city In the United 
States spends a hundredfold more 
money for juvenile reform than is spent 
In providing means of puM»c recreation 
and none of us. as yet, see the folly 
and shame of such a procedure. We 
have discovered In Chicago that the de 
hnquents brought into the Juvenile 
Court are practically all over twelve 
years of age; that theso lads get into 
trouble largely because no provision Is 
made for their activities when they be 
oome too stirring for the simple plays 
of childhood and Insist upon & more 
vigorous and manly expression. We 
have not yet collected the data which 
Che South Side parks of Chicago might 
afford to demonstrate how far the 
means for public recreation provided 
by them is reducing delinquency, but 
some of us have lirt3e doubt what the 
figures will finally show.

Police Court opened yesterday morn¬ 
ing In hs temporary quarters in the 
Criminal Court room, where it will con¬ 
tinue in daily session until autumn. At 
the request of Judge Blain. who oom- 
plaJned that the noise attending the 
construction of the annex to the City 
Hall unduly disturbed the Police Court 
sessions, permission w*as granted to oc¬ 
cupy the upholstered and ornamented 
higher court room for the next two 
months. 

When the prisoners were ushered Into

American and British Les¬ 
son Committees Declare. 


ADAPT MODERN PEDAGOGICAL 
IDEAS TO SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


MOST IMPORTANT CONEERENCE 
HELD RECENTLY IN LONDON. 


CHURCH NEWS OF PAST WEEK. 


- — ~ 

One of the moat important meetings 
that has ever been held in the interest! 
of Sunday-schools was the conference 
of the American and British sections 
of the Lesson Committee of the Inter¬ 
national Sunday-school Association. 
This was hold a few weeks ago in Lon¬ 
don and was attended not only by 
members of the Lesson Committee but 
a Ho by several officers of the Associa¬ 
tion and by representatives of the Eng¬ 
lish Sunday-school Union. Americans 
present at the conference Included the 
Rev. Dr. A. F. Schauffler; of New, 
York; the Rev. Dr. B. B. Tyler, of 
Denver: the Rev. Dr. J. S. Stahr. of! 
Lancaster. Pa.; John R. Pepper, of | 
Memphis; the Rev. Dr. M. Rhodes, of 
St. Louis; the Rev. Dr. E. I. Rexford. . 
of Montreal; Prof. Ira M. Price, of Chi¬ 
cago University; Dr. George W. Bailey, j 
of Philadelphia; W. N. Hartshorn, of I 
Boston; E. K. Warren, of Three Oaks, 
Mich.; A. B. McCrtllis. of Providence, 
and Marlon Lawrence, of Toledo. 

For a long time past there has been 
a demand in both American and Brit¬ 
ish Sunday-schools for graded lessons, 
special lessons for primary and senior 
scholars, and the adaptation of the 
whole system of international lessons 
to meet modern pedagogicaJ require¬ 
ments. The work of the Lesson Com¬ 
mittee has been frankly criticized, and 
especially as regards lessons for the 
senior departments has there been dis¬ 
satisfaction manifested. In this coun¬ 
try some of the denominational pub¬ 
lishing houses and some Independent 
ones as well, have gotten out lesson 
courses of their own, which have been 
used by some of the schools. Lost fall, 
at a conference held under the auspices 
of the Sunday-school Union in London, 
a resolution was adopted which pointed 
out the necessity of remodeling the In¬ 
ternational Lesson system to bring it 
more into line with the needs of the 
modern Sunday-school. 

It was to consider the whole situa¬ 
tion that the Lesson Committee Con¬ 
ference was held in London last month, 
and In the opinion of Sunday-school 
leaders the Lesson Committee at that 
conference showed itself to be in sym¬ 
pathy with modem pedagogical meth¬ 
ods, and realized the need that exists 
for the preparation of special lessons 
for senior scholars, a point on which 
wide differences of opinion have here¬ 
tofore been manifested. Resolutions 
were adopted in part as follows: 

The International Lesson Committee 
undertakes to provide schemes of les¬ 
sons for the whole range of Sunday- 
school teaching, including primary 
(age* three to nine); general or inter¬ 
mediate work (ages nine to fifteen), 
nnd senior or advanced work (over fif¬ 
teen years). It was resolved that the 
lessons for the general or intermediate 
work shall be uniform and that primary 
nnd advanced lessons may be prepared 
by the American and British sections 
of the Lesson Committee acting Jointly 
or independently, but with a view of 
securing uniformity os soon as possible. 
The matter of recognizing modern 
Biblical criticism In the preparation of 
the lessons caused a long discussion, 
the longest of the conference, but the 
matter was ended by the adoption of 
these resolutions: 

That in the preparation of each cycle 
of lessons^ the elements, both of Biblical 
scholarship and practical efficiency bo 
duly recognized. 

That we commend the principle of 
affording opportunity, as far as prac¬ 
ticable. for the consecutive study of 
(a) separate books, and (b) definite 
periods of sacred history'. 

Under present methods there is pro¬ 
vided at the end of each quarter of the 
year a “Review Sunday." The Con- j 
ference in London decided that “Re- ; 
views" should be introduced whenever 
the sequence of the lessons made It ad¬ 
visable. It was also decided that in- , 
stead of having definite missionary 1 
Sundays in the year, each lesson 
should be so prepared as to emphasize 
Its missionary' application. For senior * 
classes it was decided to prepare a 
course of lessons which shall include ; 
instruction on the progress of Revealed 
Truth, Christian Doctrine and Ethics, 
and the simpler aspects of Christian 
Apologetics. The British section of the 
Lesson Committee was directed to pre¬ 
pare lessons along these lines. 

LAST YEAR OF JOINT WORK. 


Covered In Report of Methodist Mis¬ 
sionary Society. 

The final report of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has Just been issued. It cov¬ 
ers the year 1906, the last year during | 
which the foreign and home mission 
work of the church was conducted by 
<>n$ organization. The work has now 
been divided, the Board of Foreign 
Missions having charge of Methodist 
work In foreign lards, and the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Exten¬ 
sion having the work In the United 
States. 

During the last year when all Meth¬ 
odist missions were administered by 
the one organization ma total Meth¬ 
odist contributions for mission pur¬ 
poses amounted to a little over $3,000,- 
000, of which amount practically two- 
thirds was appropriated for work in 
the foreign field and one-third to work 
in this country. From the amount de¬ 
voted to home mission work 4,037 Meth¬ 
odist churches were assisted to the 
extent of $549,058. and th^se churches I 
themselves raised toward their support | 
$1,253,935. The remainder of the Mis- , 
sionary Society’s home mission funds ' 
whs used for special work In cities and 
for general mission work among for¬ 
eign peoples. 

The amount raised, as given above, 
includes the sums secured by the two 
women’s organizations of the denomi¬ 
nation. and In quoting statistics for 
Methodist foreign missions the work 
of the Women’s Foreign Missionary So¬ 
ciety is Included. The total number 
of Methodist foreign missionaries |« 
827 and the number of native helpers 
enrolled Is 9.453. In Methodist foreign 
mission schools over 70,000 pupils are 
under Instruction, the figures showing 
an increase of 10 per cent, in the year. 
The foreign mission churches them¬ 
selves raised almost half as much as 
vram spent on them by the Missionary 
Society, the total of their contribution* 
being reported as $831,511. an Increase 
of 19 per cent, in the year. The total 
value of Methodist property on the for¬ 
eign mission is reported to be 

$9,512,801, an increase of over $800,000 In 
one year.

Episcopal Church whose object Is ma¬ 
terial rather than spiritual. That Is, 
these laymen have set themselves the 
task of assisting in the extension of 
their church, in the increase of Its sup¬ 
port, In work for the betterment of its 
‘Sunday-schools and the like. The Epis¬ 
copal Church already has a strong or¬ 
ganization doing work along definite 
spiritutil lines, the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, and on the work the Laymen’s 
Union has no intention, it is said, of 
encroaching. 

The new organization is in effect a 
close federation of local societies which 
have already been doing in their own 
neighborhoods some of the work that 
the Laymen’s Union undertakes for the 
whole church. Organizations in New 
York. Pittffourg. Buffalo, Baltimore. 
Springfield and some other cities are 
included in the union. The New York 
organization, the Seabury Society, had 
charge of the Berkshire Conference. 
For the Laymen’s Union this New York 
society Is about to establish a school 
for the training of church workers, for 
which two departments are planned, an 
academic one and a school of practice, 
the latter to have its headquarters In 


one of the large New York Episcopal 
churches. 

The officers of the Laymen’s Union, 
chosen :vt the North Adams meeting, 
are: President, Eugene M. Camp, of 

New York: secretary. George T. Bal- 
lachey, of Buffalo; treasurer, Harvey 
H. Smith, of Pittsburg, and an Execu¬ 
tive Committee on which are represen¬ 
tatives of New York. Newport. New 
Haven, Baltimore and Pittsburg. 

MOST ENCOURAGING RESULTS. 

American Sunday-school Association 
Ends the Year’s Work. 

During the past year the American 
Sunday-school Union established 2.800 
Sunday-schools at places where there 
were none; being an average of fifty 
schools every week. More than 100.000 
scholars and teachers were enrolled In 
theae schools, and many of them are 
now largely Increasing their attend¬ 
ance. 

During the year seventy-six churches 
of different denominations grew out of 
the union’s schools. 

More than 20,000 copies of God’s 


Word were placed In the hands of the 
destitute, also a vast number of good 
books and periodicals. 

The evangelistic labors of the soci¬ 
ety's missionaries were successful and 
10,300 conversions were reported.

M ALTA, July IS.—X have come 
from Barbary northward to 
the Island of Malta to get a 
ship for Alexandria. There 
rvrp no direct steamers from Tripoli to 
Egypt, and one must go to Malta, 
Sicily, Italy or Tunis to reach the Nile 
valley. The trip to Malta Is ono of 
thirty-six hours. It is made on a little 
Italian steamer, and it ends at tho port 
of Valletta, under the shadow of tho 
great English fortifications which guard 
this, John Bull's outpost in the mid- 
Mediterranean. 

Maita Is Just about half way be¬ 
tween Gibraltar and Port Said. It is 
scarcely a Tty speck on the map of the 
w’orld. but it is one of the most valu¬ 
able of nil strategical points. It. Is in 
the center of tho n-jost-traveled sen, a 
great station on the busiest of our com¬ 
mercial highways, and Just where the 
steamers stop to take on coni. Malta Is 
now* handling about 600,000 tong of coal 
a year. The coal is brought here from 
Great Britain and retailed to the 
steamers. As we came in we saw sev¬ 
eral of the ocean liners taking on fuel 
preparatory to their start for the far 
East. Moat of the ships which go to 
Australia, India and China by the Suez 
canal call here for fuel, and the port 
has a fleet of 600 lighters which are 
used for this purpose. Training vessels 
jp d other naval ships are now coaling 
in tho harbor, and a great English 
transport w’hlch will leave fur Suez to¬ 
morrow. lies at the wharves. Malta Is 
a strong naval stutlon. It has now a 
half dozen English gunboats anchored 
In front of It, and the Government ls 
building a breakwnter at a cost of $5,- 
000,000 to enlarge the harbor to accom¬ 
modate the navy. The Inland is tho chief 
base for tho repairs ami outfitting of 
the Mediterranean fleet, but the fleet 
has already outgrowm Its capacity, and 
for this reaaon tho British are building 
their new docks here and at Gibraltar.

I T wns the very worst weather Im¬ 
aginable when I found myself in 
Moscow, closely followed by a 
Rin-alan spy. It is no degradation, 
but rather an honor, in Russia, to bo 
a suspect, followed by a Government 
spy; but, under the circumstances, it 
was inconvenient, to say the least. 

1 did not care for the spy, or for the 
Government either, as for that. I had 
proof enough that my business was legi¬ 
timate. It was important, however, 
and haste was required. I did not care 
to spend a month or more in a Rus¬ 
sian prison whtle I proved my inno¬ 
cence. so I quietly gave him the slip 
and went to Mahilev. To-day there is 
a railway from Mcfrillev to Warsaw, 
but notihdng but carriage roads existed 
then. 

The snow was still deep on the roads 
in some places, and the mud as deep in 
c«ther places. Rain, hail and snow foil 
incessantly from the time I reached 
MoWlev, and when my business there 
waa accomplished I determined to take 
a rounabout way by rail to Warsaw. 

I had been on very friendly terms with 
the proprietor of Lhe hotel. I was to 
leave in the morning. Shortly after 
midnight the proprietor came to my 
room with the news tih.nt Government 
officials rtad arrived and set a watch 
at the railway stations. In the morn¬ 
ing they wefc-e to search the town for a 
man whroe description very much re¬ 
sembled me. 

He had learned* the news from his 
brother, who was a local officer, and, 
like most of the Government officers 
upon the borderland between Russia 
and Poland, waa more ready to let a 
victim escape, if It could be done quiet¬ 
ly, than to send, him to St. Petersburg 
or Siberia- 

Just one hour later, bag and baggage. 
1 was out upon the horrible road that 
led toward Warsaw. 

Yes, the weather was as bad as bad 
could be. It snowed all night and the 
post-troika wallowed about on Its 
clumsy wheels and heavy springs. 

The next day it snowed and rained 
hnd hailed by turns, with now and 
then a sarcastic bit of sunshine, as 
though afraid >vo should become so ac¬ 
customed to the bad weather as to for¬ 
get how bad It was. 

More and more was said about 
wolves os wo stopped to change horses 
again and again. They were at their 
very worst of the winter, and the old¬ 
est peasant did not remember a winter 
when they hnd been so bad. 

f'was sorry for the wolves, but could 
not help it. I knew that that infernal 
spy would be upon my track before 
long, and day and night 1 made the 
best time possible for Warsaw, through 
those eternal forests, still two or three 
feet deep with snow. 

A great difficulty lay In securing 
horses and a driver for my troika at 
night. The farther we went and the 
more they said abou-t wolves the lass 
inclined they were to help me on. 

I reached the village of Orontha 
after dark, and there the keeper of 
the post-station absolutely refused. 
“You might be safe inside," he Bald, 
"but the driver and the horses would 
be eaten as surely as they made the 
trip." 

1 had no Idea of being taken back 
over that rood, chained to two Rus¬ 
sian soldiers, so I bought outright two 
of tho stationkeeperis best horses. They 
wore not very expensive. Then I of¬ 
fered them, as a gift, to a sullen- 
looking Pole, if he would drive mo 
through the night and have them alive 
In the morning, and promised to ride 
with him on tho box. The station- 
keeper translated It to the Pole—he 
was more like a log of wood. He mode 
no reply, but threw an ax and heavy 
chopping knife he carried Into the 
troika box and clambered up. sitting 
carefullly to one side to make room for 
mo, as ho evidently had no Idea of 
leaving out that part of my promise. 
He acted Ilk© a coward. He looked 
like a coward. I made up my mind 
that he was a coward, and, laughing, 
took my heavy shotgun from inside, 
nnd sat Ht-slde him. In my hip pocket 
I carried a forbidden revolver. 

The stationkeeper drew down th** 
heavy leather curtains whuch closed 
my troika almost hermttlcally. making 
It the next thing to bullet proof even, 
remarking. "You will need this for a 
hiding place before morning." 

Thus wo started out for the night. It 
was an uncomfortable scat. The 
driver could not speak a word of Eng¬ 
lish, nor could I manage the Arst syl¬ 
lable of his Polish dialect except the 
one fatal word, "wolves.” He nat like 
a log of wood. I w’as tired and sleepy, 
and. balancing myself as best I could. 
T fell asleep. At Arst I was roused 
very easily by the uncveii motion of 


the troika, but I must have slept sound¬ 
ly enough at last, for I was awakened 
with a 8tart, when almost thrown from 
my seat, to And the horses rushing on 
at a terriAc rate, their necks and fore¬ 
harness white with foam. At Arst I 
thought that the driver was drunk or 
asleep, but, though he sat as before, I 
could see under their shaggy brows two 
bright eyes wide open. It suddenly 
occurred to me that the horses were 
terribly frightened. Tho next moment 
Lrealized that above their snorting and 
the crunching of their hoofs and the 
noise of the rumbling troika, there 
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sounded from behind a series of short 
sharp yelps. 

For a moment I think that my heart 
tried to stand still. Then I muttered 
tny one word in the Tollsh dialect: 

"Wolves?" 

"Wolves,* replied the log of w'oed. 

I caught my gun and, kneeling on 
the box looked back over the top of the 
troika. 

By the faint light I could sc© a nar¬ 
row lino of dork against the snow, 
now Cbnfuser!, now defined, as a pack 
of hungry wolves bore down upon us. 

While I waa looking, a gaunt, savjge 
creature sprang out of the frresi up >u 
my right ar>d made for the horses. For¬ 
tunately, I waa ready, nnd on? sh; t kf 
him dead, fbr hp wa* c.osely followed 
by another. Inotamly J brought Lhe 
other barrel to bear, fired, and lie fed, 
withi a savage howl, so near that the 
wheels of the troika passed over his 
writhing body. 

Close behind him came another. This 
w'as more than 1 bargained for. I dr.-w 
my pistol, but he waa too quick for 
mv. He leaped upon lhe nearest horse. 
Fortunately, he only caught a piece of 
the harness In his jaws, and while h© 
hung there I bent forward ami shot 
him in the head. The terrified hor*e. in 
leaping to one *»lde. broke* tho shaft 
of the troika, and at ;hc same instant 
a howl from the horde behind clearly 
Indicated that they were rapidly gain¬ 
ing on us. 

Quick as a flash that log of wood be¬ 
side me became the most lively thing 
imaginable. Dike a flash of lightning 
he caught a long knife from some¬ 
where, cut the traces, and the horses 
dashed away ami wore almost out of 
sight before I fairly realize-] what had 
been done In the irwan«tlme th • driver 
had caught up the ax and chopping 
knife.

Oh! the snarling and the snapping and 
th© yelping and scratching all over our 
disabled cage.

I 
had only one lonely w r olfskln to carry 
home with me as a trophy of the 
struggle, but I was thankful enough 
that 1 also had my own.

N APLES, July 8.— All Italy Is 
looking forward with Intense 
Interest to the aproachlng trial 
of Enrico Alfano. leader of the 
Cnmorrn, the most powerful criminal 
organization in the country. 

Alfano was deported from New York, 
whither he had fled, but the proceed¬ 
ings there were of a merely formal 
character and few details were divulged 
concerning hl 3 connection with the 
Camorra and'the sensational double 
murder for which he was “wanted 
here. As he had sailed from a French 
port he was shipped back to France. 

On his arrival at Havre he was arrested 
at the instance of the Italian Govern¬ 
ment. His counsel did their best to 
prevent It. but he was Anally handed 
over to the Italian authorities and 
reached Turin & few days ago. 

Almost a year has elapsed since 
Naples was thrown Into an uproar by 
the murder of Signor Giovanni Cuocolo 
and his wife. Murders are common 
enough in Itly. It takes something un¬ 
usual In that line to cause a sensation. 

But there were circumstances about 
these crimes that raised them far above 
the level of the ordinary knife-thrust 
affair. Cuocolo was literally butchered 
w r hlle passing through a little-frequent¬ 
ed street in one of the suburbs of 
Naples. A few hours later his wife was 
hacked to death In the home where she 
was awaiting her husband s return. 

• • • 

No Apparent Motive. 



There was no apparent motive for 
exercising such barbaric vengeance upon 
them. Cuocolo enjoyed something moro 
than a local reputation as a singer. He 
had a superb bass voice. He wa a in 
constant demand at private entertain¬ 
ments given by people of means. Many 
of those who enjoyed his singing were 
surprised that a man so highly gifted 
should oonAne himself to appearances 
In private Instead of essaying a more 
ambitious and lucrative role on the 
operatic stage or concert hall platforms. 
But that was his business, and nobody 
bothered much about it. He was num¬ 
bered among the fashionables of Naples 
and his popularity was increased by the 
faot that he spent money freely and 
was apparently always well supplied 
with It. Nobody oonnected that faot 
with, the frequency with which bur¬ 
glaries took place at the houses where 
he had sung. Arrests were sometimes 
made, but none of the stolen property 
waa ever recovered. 

For a long time the affair w*s shroud¬ 
ed In mystery. Whispers were heard 
that the murders w’ere the work of the 
Camorra but the police brought for¬ 
ward no evidence definitely connecting 
that organisation, of which little was 
than known, with the crimes, rt was left 
to eighteen carabineers to probe things 
to the bottom. Of their exploits doubt¬ 
less America has heard something. 
Taking their lives In their hands, these 
fellow s turned thieves and qua lined 
themselves, by demonstrating their 
efficiency as criminals, for admission 
to the society. After Joining It they 
wormed their way into the confidence of 
Jhose in the Inner circle* And all the 
While they were collecting evidence. 

• • • 

Alfano Suddenly Leave* 
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1 ends, who assert that Alfano manu¬ 
factured evidence by which that charge 
could be brought home to him. The 
code of the Camorra sanctions private 
vengeance for wrongs, but appeal to 
the minions of the law Is forbidden in 
the settlement of quarrels between 
members, A Camorra man may knife 
a fellow-criminal to get square with 
him, without Incurring any greater risk 
than being knifed In return by the 
friends of his enemy, but to “peach’* 
on any of the band is the unpardonable 


sin, for -difeh the penalty is death. 

When A.«tino denounced Cuocolo as 
a traitor who had dealings wdth the po¬ 
lice. he adopted the most efficacious 
method of getting rid of the rival who 
threatened his supremacy. At a secret 
meeting of the supreme tribunal of the 
dread society Cuocolo waa tried. Judged 
and condemned without being offered 
an opportunity to defend himself. He 
did not even know of the accusation 
against him. But the evidence against 
him was regarded as conclusive. 


The last day of Cuooolo’s life dawn¬ 
ed gray and heavy. It was in summer 
and the heat was overpowering. Did 
he have a presentiment? That will 
never be known, but it would seem 
so. as he hung about his house all day, 
complained to his friends of an un¬ 
accountable fear of going out of doors, 
but at last was almost driven by his 
wife In the evening to a meeting of the 
Camorra to which he had been called, 
and at which he supposed his presence 
to be absolutely necessary* He started 


twice, and twice retained, to have the 
door at last shut In his face and be 
told to go about his buslnesa He 
never returned! 

In a lonely lane In Terre del Greco, 
a suburb of Naples, sandy at all times 
and then a foot deep with Vesuvian 
ashes, after the eruption, two men 
sprang out at him In the darkness and 
intense quietness of the still summer 
night, and without a word struck him 
with their knives on the chest and 
back. 


Although he fell without a murmur, 
flv© others of the fifteen who had been 
charged with the execution of the death 
sentence plunged their knives into him 
to make sure that he was dead. Not a 
shout, not a moan, not even & word, 
and a human creature ceased to 11 va 
The most remarkable feature of this 
ferocious crime was the absolute si¬ 
lence* with which It was dona. 

The fifteen, well pleased with their 
work, went gaily back to Napl^ In a 
tramcar and there separated. Two of 


the number went on to the higher part 
of the city and knocked In a peculiar 
way. known only to the initiated, at a 

certain door. 

“Who is there?” was asked. 

“Friend,” was the reply. “We have 
come with a message from your hus¬ 
band, Cuocolo.” 

The door was immediately opened 
and a good-looking woman appeared, 
holding a lamp high over her head, and 
invited them to enter. 

“Well, what Is it?” she asked.

When everything was in readiness to 
set the law in motion. Alfano suddenly 
disappeared from Naples, j It Is sup¬ 
posed that he got a tip from the police, 
for by methods not entirely unknown 
in America he enjoyed police protection. 
It was in the disguise of a coalhcaver 
that he took ship for America. Up to 
tho time of his night there had been no 
suspicion in the public mind that he 
was a criminal. 

He waa well known In society, had 
the entree to all the best houses and 
was. in fact. In the Arst rank of the 
Neapolitan dandles. He drove mag- 
nlAcent horses, wore English-made 
clothes and cut a dash wherever he 
went. How he obtained the means for 
ouch a display nobody knew and no¬ 
body cared much, for like Cuocolo, he 
spent money lavishly. He seemed to 
have no other aim In life than to get 
all the enjoyment possible out of It. 
Possessed of leisure and ample means, 
he was about the last man In Naples 
that would have been picked out as a 
leader of the Camorra—except perlinpa 
Signor Cuocolo. 

But as everybody has now learned 
from the detective work of the cara¬ 
bineers both men were “hand in glove” 
with it. Alfano was at the top hut 
Cuocolo was not far below him. He 
was an ambitious man and aspirad to 
leadership himself. The rivalry between 
them naturally begat Ill-feeling on both 
sides. They watched each other like 
two jealous Tomcats intern on feline 

conquests in the some back-yard.

Singing Mere Blind. 

Cuocolo’s singing, of course, was a 
mere blind. His voice gained him ad¬ 
mission to the big houses, and there ho 
utilized his opportunities to spot the 
booty best worth stealing. This In¬ 
formation he conveyed to confederates 
in the Camorra. By obtaining impres¬ 
sions of locks and keys, tampering with 
ourglar alarms and in various other 
ways he did all in his power to make 
tne task of the actual thieves an easy 
one. He claimed as his reward a lion’s 
share of the swag thus obtained. He 
complained ‘that In the division of the 
profits he did not always get his fair 
share, but his claim for extra com¬ 
pensation was rejected.

The ramifications of the Camorra ex¬ 
tend through all grades of society. Un¬ 
der the Bourbons It was a species of 
political organization, but In its mod¬ 
ern form It Is simply a secret society 
for the benefit of criminals. It Is di¬ 
vided into corps, each one of which Is 
composed of twenty-four •*Camor^!att* , 
—full-fledged members of the society— 
and forty-eight “Plcclotti” or recruit* 
Each of the former has two of the lat¬ 
ter at hls disposition. The “Plcclotti*" 
in turn are served by “Glovana Orior- 
atl.” or honorary members. These lat* 
ter. having paid for the privilege, en¬ 
joy the protection of the society. 

Each corps has its chief and cashier, 
both of whom are elected by the votes 
of the members of the corps. The chief 
plans nnd directs the criminal opera¬ 
tions of the corps. The cashier look® 
after the booty. Each member Is sui*. 
posed to turn over to the cashier dally 
whatever loot or money he has ob¬ 
tained dishonestly. If he really earn® 
anything he Is entitled to keep It. but 
honest toil Is held to he degradlnc 
among the Camorra and few’ deme®a 
themselves by indulging In It. Th« 
chief presides over the division at tb« 
spoil which Is carried out according t* 
gu elaborately graded schedule. ^ r TV 
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I MPRIMIS: Never resort to, the 
cheap trick of using gelatine 
to cover lack of skill and the 
failure to combine the right 
elements to secure consistency. I 
have beforo me recipes for making 
mint jelly, for jellied bouillon, and, 
strangest of nil. for the manufac¬ 
ture of fruit jellies to ba kept over 
from season to season—all of which 
call for sparkling gelatine in vary¬ 
ing quantities. 

Gelatine is excellent in its place. 
That is, ns a substitute for tho 
calf's feet from which our grand- 
dames were wont to evolve jellies 
that, in clarity and flavor, are not 
equaled by the finest products that 
have gelatine as the basic idea. 

It is superfluous ^o'tell tho l*nst 
sophisticated of our housewifely 
readers that this same gelatihe is 
an animal product. It is prudent 
not to enter into details of the 
manufacture. Like many another 
popular article of human food, it 
is best received on faith by the con¬ 
suming ono asking no questions for 
the diaphragm’s sake. 

Being an animal bi-product, it 
decomposes too readily to be com¬ 
pounded into jellies that are to be 
stored for use in the months to 
Come. 

W© do not can or pot jellied soup 


and attention upon each in its turn, 
she would better not essay tho com¬ 
position until sho has a leisure 
forenoon. 

Jellied Bouillon. 

Two pounds of lean beef. The 
coarser parts of the meat will do as 
well as choice outs, but there must be 
not a particle of fat upon It One 
pound of lean veal. Mince It fine. 
Two pounds each of beef and of veal 
bones, cracked faithfully by ths 
butcher. 

A bunch of soup herbs. Including 
psrsley. 

Two teaspoonfuls of onlon juice. Chop 
the onion and squeeze through cheese¬ 
cloth. If tho pulp be added it wtU 

cloud the soup. I 

Three teaspoonfuls of kitchen bouquet. 

White pepper and salt to taste. 

Ono gallon of cold water. 

Put meat, bones and vegetables 
with the water Into a deep pot; cover 
elosely and sot at the side of the 
range, where It will not reach the 
boiling point under an hour’s time. 
Simmer thus for four hours, never 
allowing It to boll hard, yet keeping 
It at boiling heat all tho time. At 
the end of the second hour pour In 
a cupful of cold water to throw up 
the scum; cover and set the pot back 
In place when you have skimmed It. 
Should the water sink to less than 
half the original quantity while the 
soup Is In cooking, replenish from the 
boiling kettle. 

When the soup has cooked four 
hours and you ha^e reduced the liquid 
to two quarts, remove from the fire, 
season as directed above, cover again 
tightly and set In a cool p*ace until 
the morrow. It should be a firm Jelly, 
clinging to meat and bones. Scrape 
oft the fat carefully. A grea %y bouil¬ 
lon Is nearly disgusting. Set over 


in the private family. I have, it is 
true, poured it hot into air-tighl 
jars and kept it good for some 
weeks. I doubt not it could be pre¬ 
served for several months if prop* 
crlv mndo and kept sealed from the 
oir and in a dark closet. 

What we are considering today is 
tho preparation of jelled soup!, to 
be eaten-in lieu of hot : n the ‘‘good 
old summer-time,” when the cooler 
a tiling is the more it teippts the 
palate. 

Soup-jolly should be strong. It 
must have gathered unto itself, the 
bc9t «lements of the meat and 
vegetables that go into it. They

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must cook long did slowly until the 
residuum in the strainer is tasteless 
and no more nutritious than tho 
same bulk of bleached cotton 
would be. 

Tlu^-e is no short cut t< excel¬ 
lence in th»? work of preparation. 
Unless tho busy house-mother Inis 
learned the art of dove-tailing the 
tasks of the day, so as to carry on 
several processes at once, bestow¬ 
ing tho requisite amount of time 




the fire and warm quickly to a boll. 

As this Is merely to rid bones and 
meat of Jelly, do not keep It up more 
than five minutes. Drop In a lump of 
Ico ns hlg as an egg to check the bub¬ 
ble. transfer the pot to the table and 
let It alone for ten minutes. 

Meanwhile, line a colander with 
white flannel which has been scalded 
and then rinsed in two waters. Pour 
the soup into the colander, taking 
care not to disturb the dregn of meat 
and bones. Put again over the firs. 


drop In ths whits oi »u egg and ths 
cru-hed shell, bring to a fast boll and 
strain again through the flannel, 
which should be perfectly clean. Do 
p'Jt squeeze the cloth at any time. 

Finally, having satisfied yourself by 
tasting that the seasoning Is right, set 
away the bouillon In a cool place. 
When quite cold put on Ice. 

I have been thus explicit in giv¬ 
ing the details of the process, be¬ 
cause they ore substantially the 
same in making jedlied soups of 
whatsoever kind. The manufacture 
is by no means na tedious and dif-§ 
ficult as might appear to the casual 
reader. While the soup is boiling, 
other work may go on without in¬ 
terruption, the bouillon taking jare 
of itself, and demanding no thought 
beyond an occasional glance to 
make sure It is not cooking too fast. 

Jellied bouillon is in great re¬ 
quest at women’s luncheons and in 
the flick-room. An invalid will rel¬ 
ish and digest a iew spoonsful of 
iced jellied soup who would turn 
sway in revulsion from hot liquids. 

Jellied Chicken Soup. 

Clean and drees a lqrge fowl. It 
should weigh from four to five pounds 
when cleaned. 8ever each Joint from 
the real and cut the breaat Into four 
pieces. Crack a knuckle of veal from 
which most of the meat has been 
stripped. (Veal Is especially useful In 
making Jellied soups because it con¬ 
tains much gelatinous matter.) Put 
the pieces of fowl and the veal bone 
Into a pot; add two teaapoonfula of 
onion Juice and three stalks of celery 
cut Into Inch lengths, and cover wuh a 
gallon of cold water. 

Cover closely and set where It will 
not boll under an hour, yet will heat 
steadily. Cook slowly for four hours, 
or until the flesh of the fowl slips from 
the bones. The toughest meat may be 
made tender by alow and prolonged 
cooking. The liquid should be reduced 
to two quarts. 

Set the pot away, covered tightly, until 


the contents are a cold Jetly. Heat to a 
boll to loosen the Jelly from the bones, 
and strain as directed in the foregoing 
recipe. Clear with a cracked egg shell 
and the white of an egg as with beef 
bouillon. 

Jellied Chicken and Sago Soup. 

Make na for Jellied chicken soup, but 
when the meat has boiled from the 
bones. Btlr Into the hot soup four table- 
spoonfuls of sago that have soaked 
for three hours In a cupful of cold water. 
Add now a quart of botllng water and 
simmer for another hour. Leave the 
soup until cold. 8klm then, and re-heat 
to tho boiling point. 8tnrin through 
double cheesecloth without aqueezing. 
season to taste with white pepper and 
cel^n’ salt and set away to cool and to 
Jolly. \ 

A palatable and nourishing dish for 

Invalids. 

Jellied Veal and Celery Soup. 

Crack a knuckls of veal Into bits to 
get at tho marrow. Put It over the fire, 
with six stalks of white celery cut Into 
inch lengths; cover with a gallon of cold 
water and cook slowly for four—per¬ 
haps five4-houra. replenishing the liquid 
with boiling water should It boll away 
too fast. When the meat Is done to 
white rags, season with white pepper 
and salt, a little minced parsley, two 
tcaspoonfuls of anion juice and a tea¬ 
spoonful of kitchen bouquet. Set away 
for ten hours, skim and heat to liquefy 
the Jelly, and strain without squeezing. 

Serve Ice cold in bouillon cups. 

The recipes given herewith are 
6uaccptible of numberless varia¬ 
tions at tho hands of tho ingenious 
cook. The general principles of 
slow and regular cooking; an abun¬ 
dance of raw, sound meat ami a ju¬ 
dicious proportion of such ma¬ 
terials aa contain gelatine, together 
with wise seasoning, hold good 
with all.

SWEET SIXTEEN (Pnuburg. P*.>. 

Sue t Sixteen la In what the old peo¬ 
ple used to call when 1 was at her age— 
‘ a peck of troubles.” Instead of pick¬ 
ing them out. ono by one. suppose I tell 
her how to make a good plain cuke? 
She has been a trifle ambitious. I sue- 
rect. from her allusion to whites of 
eggs. 

Ceitnln rules npply to all kinds of 
cakn baking. But become proficient In 
making simple varieties before adven¬ 
turing “silver” or “fruit” or “white 
mountain" or other intricate composi¬ 
tions. 

Cream butter and sugar before you 
beat the eggs. To do this wnrm the but¬ 
ter very slightly—just enough to enable 
you to rub it lntf» the sugnr. It Is need¬ 
le*'' 1 In hot wrather, unless the butter 
has Just come from the ice box or cellar. 
Measure It into a bowl; measure the 


sugar and put upon the butter. With a 
wooden spoon rub ond beat and stir 
until you have a creamy mass much 
lighter In color than when you began 
to work It. Sift the flour before meas¬ 
uring It. After It la measured, add the 
baking powder and sift again twice to 
incorporate the whole. 

Now. beat tne yolks of tho eggs for 
three minutes, steadily, in a chilled 
bowl; mix In the creamed butter and 
sugar, put the milk Into this and stir 
for three minute* more, adding spice or 
flavoring. 

Next stir In the flour alternately 
with the whites, which should be 
whipped first to a standing froth. If 
you have not an assistant to do the 
whipping, it will not hurt the com¬ 
pounded yolks, butter, milk and sugar 
to stand for three minutes while you do 
it. The eggs nnd dish In which they are 
whipped should be chilled. Bent In 
whites and flour with long even strokes 
—^"folding” In the whites. 

When you have made good cake a few 
time* you will learn how the batter 
should look and feel under the spoon 
when It Is “Just right.” 

Nothing but watchfulnes and careful 
practice will make you expert in the 
art. But ;t Is quite possible for you to 
make tt fairly good rake at the first 
trial of the simple rules here laid down. 

The very first cake I dared to com¬ 


pound under the direction of my mother, 
sho called— 

‘'One, Two, Three, Four Cake.*’ 

On* even cup of butter. 

Two cupfuls of white surer. 

Thr<« cupftde of sifted flour. 

Four rgfs. 

One cupful of sweet milk. 

Ono rounded teaspoonful qf baking pow¬ 
der. 

Try this; beat faithfully before the flour 
and whites go In. and evenly, not long, 
after than* »r* added. 

This Is an excellent foundation for 
jolly and cream cakes, and good when 
baked In small tins or as a single loaf. 
You may flavor with vanilla, and add 
macu or cinnamon or nutmeg. If you 
wish. Wo did none of these thln 3 S when 
I bent all the energies or a 14-year-old 
tyro to the task And all who ato and 
wondered over the fragrant loaf, said it 
was “a decided success."

Hide 
the Joining by dainty feather stitch¬ 
ing, or a chain of tiny embroidered fig¬ 
ures llko dots, stars, d’amonds or fleur 
de lls. If you like, you can carry out 
the ombroldery design far up the arm¬ 
lets, In the same or a trifle larger site, 
but do not embroider the backs of the 
bands. This makes your hand Appear 
larger than the plain glove would. The 
smartest of embroidered gloves show 
the stltchery in self-tone, or perhaps, a 
trifle darker tint, but never a con¬ 
trasting color. With a pale grey suit, 
matching gloves in grey, embroidered 
In self-tone and matching ties in grey 
suede leather, complete a perfect cos¬ 
tume. 

The glr> who can wear kid gloves in 
summer will take great satisfaction In 
the washable gloves that look Uko 
chamois, but are much softer. They 
come in white, cream and canary ygl- 
low. Tho latter seem very popular 
with Miss Summer Girl of 1807. and are 
worn with wash and cloth and silk 
costumes. Like the silk gloves, they 
must be washed before dust is ground 
into tho finger tips, or they fade or 
turn grimy. 

Among the new kid gloves of two- 
button length, to be worn with tailored 
summer costumes, and especially For 
driving, motoring, etc., is one of white 
glace kid. lined at the wrist with a 
smart shade of golden brown. These 
are much more effective than the white 
kid lined with delicate color, which 
were worn last summer. 

For keeping up long gloves at the 
elbow or even higher there com* 
some lovely new bracelets, which are 
made of a double set of links and work 
on a swivel, so that they are apparent¬ 
ly elastic. These can be clasped around 
the top of the glove. Just like a garter, 
and will hold It snugly In place. Be¬ 
ware of the gay armlets made from 
wide silk rubber like gartefs and fin¬ 
ished with bow* of lace, ribbon and 
flowers. They are pretty only In the 
shop windows. On the arms they are 
too suggestive of other usage. If you 
want an elastic conceit for holding up 
your gloves, select a narrow elastic- 
stout hat rubber will do—and hide It 
completely. This can be done by using 
a loose casing of lace insertion that 
completely covers tho elastic, which 
should be white, and this In turn Is 
set off by twisting colls of white 6r 
delicately tinted liberty satin ribbon, 
with perhaps a few very tiny rosebuds 
or forget-me-nots or violets, tucked 
Into the knots of ribbon.

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NO VERDICT IN 
HAYWOOD CASE 


Jury Unable to Decide Fate 
of Labor Leader. 


Remove Coats and Make 
Themselves Comfortable. 


No Release Until Agreement 
Or Hung Jury Results. 


CHARGE FAVORS DEFENDANT, 


Boise. Idaho. July 27.—After the Jury 
returned from dinner they sat about 
the jury room with their backs against 
the wall and seemed to be in a rather 
sullen mood. Occasionally one or two 
of them would walk to a window and 
stand gazing out without talking to 
rack other. 

ojhn H. Murphy, of Denver, the gen¬ 
eral counsel for the Western Federa¬ 
tion of Miners. Is very 111 to-night in St. 
Alphonse Hospital, and it is reported 
that his lile Is all but dlspalred of. He 
is suffering from tuberculosis and has 
been too Ill to attend the trial for a 
fortnight. Mr. Murphy has been coun¬ 
sel for tho Federation for seven or 
eight years. He has acted in the Hay¬ 
wood case only in an advisory capacity. 

At 8 o’clock to-night Judge Wood 
decided to change the jury quarters and 
give them accommodations in one of 
the large rooms on the first floor of the 
courthouse. Up t this time there had 
been no sign of the juryrcom that Uiere 
was any chance of an agreement. 

Boise, Idaho, July 27.—In the small, 
brilHantly lighted jury room on the 
second floor of the square, red brick 
courthouse of Ada county, the twelve 
men who for many vreeks past listened 
to tho mass of testimony offered 
against and in the defense of William 
D. Haywood, secretary-treasurer of the 
W# 3 tern Federation of Miners, were 
wrestling at a late hour to-night with 
the problem of a verdict. Outside on 
the street ,lawn. shaded by giant trees, 
silent bat lilts kept vigilance that no 
trespassers should come within hear¬ 
ing. Inside the big court room a group 
of newspaper men sat and chatted with 
Judge Wood and the court officials. 
The general public was excluded early 
In the day. and stairways and passages 
leading to the Jury room were closely 
guarded. 

It was four minutes past 11 o’clock 
**a morning when the Jury, after re¬ 
ceiving instructions which were de¬ 
cidedly In favor of tho defendant, re¬ 
tired to their deliberations, and so far 
they have failed to agree upon any of 
the five propositions laid down to them 
by the court. They were murder in the 
first degree, murder in the second de¬ 
gree. votuiitary manslaughter. Involun¬ 
tary manslaughter, and not guilty. 

• * • 

Jury Goes To Lunch. 

When the luncheon and dinner hours 
arrived, the twelve jurymen, many of 
them well along toward terms of three¬ 
score years, were escorted to the house 
where they have made their home ever 
aince the beginning of the trial, and 
there the meals were served. Less than 
twenty-five minutes was occupied with 
luncheon, and but a few minutes more 
for dinner, the Jurors being apparent’^ 
anxious to return to their duties with 
all possible speed. 

To-day has been one of the hottest 
of tho summer, and the southwestern 
exposure of the Jurynoom has made It 
the target for the blistering afternoon 
rays of the July sun. Secluded from 
the formal atmosphere of the court 
room, the Jurors quickly stripped off 
coats and collars and prepared to muke 
their confinement as comfortable as 
possible. A glimpse Into this room late 
to-day showed the Jurors lounging 
about In comfortable attitudes and 
the progress

Haywood’s Mother Collapses. 

A tragic event of the day was the 
collapse of Mrs. Eita Carruthers, the 
aged mother of Haywood. Completely 
broken down and suffering from nerv¬ 
ous prostration, she was taken to St. 
Luke's, where it was said to-night that 
while her condition is not serious, she 
will require attention for some time. 
The strain of the long trial has told 
more keenly on the mother than any 
other member of the prisoner’s fnmity. 
She was not In the best of health when 
she reached Boise from her home in 
Salt Lake City, and for several dHys 
past it has been noticed that she 
seemed steadily to fall. To-day, as tfie 
Jury retired and as her son was led 
away to Ms cell, Mrs. Curruiht-r* 
reached her arms about bis great 
broad shoulders and tenderly kissed 
him. This was the only demonstration 
in the court room, which was but half 
filled as Judge Fremont Wood delivered 
his charge and instructions to the Jury. 
Mrs. Haywood, the defendant's invalid 
wife, has stood the heat and strain of 
the trial with apparently no ill effects 
upon her already delicate health.

Yet Hope For Verdict 

Despite the long time the Jury has 
been out. there still exists hope among 
those who have followed the trial that 
Some sort of a verdict may be readied. 
That affairs have not come to a dead¬ 
lock was indicated during the after¬ 
noon. when tho Jurors sent out a re¬ 
quest to Judge Wood for some of the 
piost important documents intrduced 
into the case as exhibits. These had 
to do directly with the alleged con¬ 
spiracy. against farmer Gov. Frank 
Bteunenberg. for whose murder Hay¬ 
wood has been on trial, and in connec¬ 
tion with which Moyer and George A. 
Petti bom are yet to face a Jury. 

The first of the exhibits asked for 
was the telegram which Attorney Fred 
Miller, of Spokane, sent to Harry Or¬ 
chard the day following his arrest at 
Caldwell, the little village thirty miles 
from Boise, where the assassination of 
Idaho’s former Governor took place In 
December. 1906. Jack Simpkins Is said 
lo have engaged Miller. 

The second exhibit asked for was the 
cipher telegram which Simpkins sent to 
Haywood two days later, saying he 
could not get a lawyer to defend Or¬ 
chard. The third was the copy of the 
letter Orchard said he received from 
Pettlbone in the Caldwell jail, telling 
him that “that was sent to Jack the 
21st.” and. lastly, the Jury called for 
the six drafts which Haywood sent 
from Denver to Simpkins, one being for 


Judge Wood, evidently anticipating 
that the Jury would be long at Its tu.*k. 
suggested to the twelve men in the box 
before him at the end of his charge that 
they take their chair cushions with 
them Into U\e jury room. Late In the 
afternoon the throng of waiting report¬ 
ers and ofllcluls were thrown into ki 
fever of excitement by one of the bail¬ 
iffs rushing frantically into the court 
room. There was a general rush foi 
position and the jury was expected to 
report. 

The bailiff, however, mode his way 
to the Jury* box and there took posses¬ 
sion of two cushions which had been 
loft behind several hours before arid 
hurried away to the jury room with 
them. The incident caused much 
amusement. 

♦ * • 

Continuous Session. 

The court session which began thU 
morning, when the jury was Instructed 
by Judge Wood, will continue without 
interruption until tho jury reports a 
verdict or until the foreman announces 
the belief that an agreement Is Impos¬ 
sible. Judge Wood has not ventured 
an opinion as to haw long he would 
keep the Jury locked up In an effort t • 
secure a verdict. The great trial, 
which began the ninth of May. has been 
most expensive to the State and the 
Western Federation of Miners, which 
Is conducting the defense of the accused 
men. and both sides are anxious for 
a decisive outcome. 

Boise City continues us quiet to-nigrr 
as it has been throughout the lrial 
Few persons loitered about tho court¬ 
house grounds, as there seemed to br 
a general opinion broadcast that a ver¬ 
dict would not be reached to-night. 
Court will be In session all of Sunday 
to receive a verdict or any other com¬ 
munication from the Jurors.

Jury Retires At ll:C4. 

The court room was but half-filled 
when the Jury filed In shortly before 10 
o’clock. Haywood came in smiling 
and bowed a salutation to his wife, 
hla mother, bis two daughters and sis¬ 
ter. the entire family being present. 

As Judge Wood took the bench, tho 
twelve jurymen who sat directly in 
front of hint wheeled In their chairs, 
turned their backs upon the defendant 
and his attorneys and listened atten¬ 
tively to the lengthy charge. 

The Jury retired to consider its ver¬ 
dict at 11:04 o’clock a. m„ to-day, and 
Judge Wood immediately ordered re¬ 
cess uruil 2 o'clock p. m. The 
reading of the Judge’s charge and 
instructions required Ju*t au hour, 
and at the end of that time the twelve 
Jurymen filed from tho room in custody 
jf .Sheriff “Shad” HndgiuB nnd six 
bailiffs. As they left the jury box. 
Judge Wood said. ’‘Gentlemen. 1 
would suggest that you take your c.holr 
cushions with you.” Each juror acteu 
upon the suggestion. The juryroom In 
the courthouse had been prepared for 
tlielr use.

Haywood, who during the morning 
session of the court, listened to the 
reading of the Judge’s chnrge with thz 
frame utter lack of any tell-tale expres¬ 
sion upon his face, as during the days of 
the incriminating testimony of Harry 
Orchard, went back to his cell to await 
the Jury’s verdict with a smile p'ay- 
ing on his lips. During the afternoon 
he sat for several hours on the shn led 
courthouse lawn chatting nnd laughing 
with his wife end daughters. The 
news of his mother’s illness seemed* to 
disturb him far more Jthnn the tilt 
the scales which held his fate in tho 
balance. 

Judge Wood’s charge to the Jury was 
in keeping with tho scrupulous fairness 
which characterized tho trial from th • 
first, and the attorneys for the defense 
declared that they were moro than nat- 
Ifified. The State’s attorneys, while 
realizing that the count. If he leaned at 
all. had given the benefit of every 
doubtful point of law to the defendant, 
were also satisfied. In the charge much 
stress was laid upon the testimony of 
Harry Orchard, nnd the Jury was In¬ 
structed to scrutinize such testimony 
closely and take into consideration any 
evidence which indicated that immun¬ 
ity or promise of favors had induced 
the accomplice to take the • stand 
against the defendants. Judge Wood 
laid emphasis upon every assumption 
by which the defendant might be found 
not guilty, and declared that if a con¬ 
viction could be secured, the prosecu¬ 
tion must not only remove every rea¬ 
sonable doubt, but the jury' must be 
convinced “to a moral certainty” that 

the defendant Is guilty. 

• • • 

Conspiracy Defined. 

One of the most important of Judge 
Wood’s Instructions, as viewed from the 
defense, was the following: 

To find a person guilty of a con¬ 
spiracy to commit a crime. It is neces¬ 
sary for you to be satisfied from the 
evidence, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
that the party accused shared In the 
criminal purpose, and in this case, if 


Murder In Lht first degree with a pen¬ 
alty of death; murder in the second de¬ 
gree with a penalty of ten years to 
.itu imprisonment; \olumary nuu- 
s.uughtcr, one to ten years; mvoiUuta.y 
man-siaughur, with a pemiity of viic tu 
ten years, and not gunty. 

Trie L'itfug-..* con came a slxty-stx In¬ 
structions. judge Wood dwelt at length 
upon the lavs is ox conspiracy anu trie 
value of evidence given by an accom¬ 
plice. 

“The law views such evidence with 
distrust, he declared, “and 11 should 
oj recoiVed by the jury with caution 
jnd scrutinizej with great care. And 
if from the evidence it appears unu 
any I.tvcr* have been extended by the 
authorities to orchard, and there 
any promise relating to further favors 
on account of his testimony, they are 
proper matter* for the Jury to take 
.ilia consideration.” 

Judge' Wood’s charge was lengthy, 
containing mote than 1.200 words and 
covering the case from almost every 
viewpoint, it was regarded by both 
s:des us eminently fair. If anything, 
it was the consensus of opinion ihur 
the court leaned tu the defense. 

In regard to ihe corrubora lion of 
Orchard, Judge Wood said that the Jury 
should test the value of such evidence 
jy eliminating his testimony with a 
view to ascertaining if there is la- 
topendent testimony tending to con¬ 
nect the defendant with the offense. 

This corroborating evidence.” the 
court continued, “need not be sufficient 
i itself to establish the guilt of tire 
defendant, but It must tend In some de¬ 
gree to implicate and connect the de- 
endant with the commission of the 
crime charged.” 

Further along in this charge. Judge 
Wood said: 

“If it Is possible for you to reconcile 
the facts in this case upon any reason¬ 
able theory consistent with the inno¬ 
cence of the defendant. William D. 
Haywood, It is your duty to do so and 
find the defendant not guilty. 

• • • 

On Simpkins’ Flight. 

“The jury is instructed that the 
flight of Jack Simpkins, If you find 
such flight to have taken place, stand¬ 
ing alone would not of itself b*‘ any 
evidence of the guilt of the defendant. 
But If you find that Simpkins did, 
after the arrest of Orchard, flee or 
become a fugitive from justioe. then 
that fact may be taken Into considera¬ 
tion, together with all the other fads 
of the case In determining whether or 
not Simpkins w.is a member of the 
conspiracy, which the State has sought 
to prove, and of which conspiracy. !t ii 
claimed by the State that the defendant 
was a member.” 


D0CTRINE0F HUMANEQUALITY

Senator Joseph B. Foraker, in a speech 
at tho Logah County Chautauqua tfil? 
afternoon, assailed President Roose¬ 
velt and Secretary of War Taft and 
took flings at Senator Ben Tillman. 
Congressman Burton, of Cleveland, and 
Myron T. Herrick, former Governor of 
Ohio. 

In the series of speeches Foraker has 
been making in Ohio since last April 
he has refrained until to-day from 
making any reference which could be 
construed as a direct attack upon Taft’s 
candidacy for the presidency. 


To Make a Fight. 

What he said this afternoon can be 
construed In no other light., for the 
emphasis placed upon his utterances 
impressed hla audience of s! xhundred 
with the fact that he purposed not only 
to fight against his own elimination 
from the Ohio political situation, but 
also to do all in his power to oncompass 
tin* defeat of the War Secretary for the 
presidential nomination. 

In referring to President Roosevelt 
the Senator said: “The big stick won't 
work with any froe-bom American cit- 
Izcmi find it won’t do any good either 
to put sugar on it in the shape of post- 
oftlde Jobs." 

Then, turning his attention to Taft. 
Foraker said: "I'm not a candidate for 
office, but if I am ever a candidate I’ll 
not get the lockjaw. When I can’t talk 
to my constituents I'll eliminate myself. 
I don't huve to hold office In order to 
live.”

all the seceding Suites restored to their 
places in the Government, the ratifica¬ 
tion of the Fifteenth amendment would 
have been un Impossibility. If, there¬ 
fore, there be any fault to find with 
anybody on account of the Fifteenth 
amendment it rests with these seceding 
States, for they, by their refusal to ac- j 
cept the Fourteenth amendment, not 
only compelled reconstruction, but pre¬ 
cipitated a submission and ratification 
of the Fifteenth amendment. 

They accentuated all this by their 
treatment of the freedmen. It would 
be difficult to exaggerate the unfriendly 
character of the legislation affecting j 
them that was enacted ini mediately I 
after the war In most of the seceding 1 
States. 

It Is no exaggeration to say that the i 
spirit of this legislation was not Jus¬ 
tice but injustice and that of the most j 
malicious and revengeful character.! 
This kind of legislation coupled with, 
refusal to accept what were thought to 
he the generous terms of the Four¬ 
teenth amendment, naturally created 
a public eentiment in the North that * 
secured the, ratification of the Four¬ 
teenth amendment and led to the Fif¬ 
teenth amendment by which it is pro¬ 
vided that no State should have the 
right to deny or abridge the right to 
vote on account of.race, color or pre¬ 
vious condition or servitude.

• STANDING OF THE CLUBS. 


REMARKABLE SHOWING MADE BY 

COLONELS ON RECENT TRIP 


Not Since 1903 Has a Local Team Won a Larger Per 

Cent, of Games. 


With Practically Only 'three Pitchers to Depend On Their 
Work Showed Up Brilliantly. 


W ITH th« best record made on 
the road by any local base¬ 
ball team since 1903. the Colo- % 
nela will triumphantly return 
home to-morrow at noon with the proud 
dlatlnctlfta of having won eleven games 
out of twenty-one. If the Louisville team 
loses to-day s contest It will be an even 
break on the present trip. 

The locals, on the trip Just ended, visit¬ 
ed every city In the American Associa¬ 
tion, with the exception of Toledo and 
Indians polls, and their work on the for¬ 
eign ball yards has been exceptionally 
high class, particularly so when they have 
been meeting the enemy with only three 
available slabmen and several other mem¬ 
bers of the team In bad shape. 

•Dick” Cooley arid his cohorts always 
managed to perform In chumplonshlp 
manner on the local grounds, but. how¬ 
ever. when playing away from home t»e 
Colonels failed to continue their record 
made on their own ash heap, with the re¬ 
sult that the local band dropped down n 
the rare for the pennant honors after 
having climbed several notches while en- 
terta.nlng the visitors at the local ball 
league park. 

Right Justly can the Colonels feel Jubil¬ 
ant over the result of the Journey ending 
to-day at Columbus, where they face the 
Senators for the last time In the present 
session. The two Durhams. Louis and 
James, and Ambrose Puttmann. with the 
exception of two games, have beeng doing 
all the stab duty, and they deserve credit 
for their remarkable performances at tho 
center of the diamond. Parson Frants, 
owing to a stiff neck, has only been able 
to participate In two contests and there¬ 
fore the bulk of the Hinging hod to be 
taken care of by the other three twlrlers. 

In the present organised leagues every 
club has on Its roster from Hve to eight 
pitchers, which adm.ts of a probable rest 
of several days to each slabnruui, and not 
since the old Association days has a club 
carried only three to four men to perform 
at the delivery end, like the local man¬ 
agement Is doing However, the local 
staff of twtrlers have willingly and glad¬ 
ly gone on the mound In their turn with¬ 
out any rest and. as the result shows, 
rendered an excellent account of them¬ 
selves. 

While the heaving end of the home 
team did grand work, praise must also 
be accorded to the other members of the 
local aggregation, as every player of the 
Loulsvllies handled hlinselr In cham¬ 
pionship form and gave the pitchers 
splendid support ut the bat and afield. 
While, In one or two Instances, the Col¬ 
onels played ragged ball, the«home team 
won more games on the Western trip 
Just closed than did any of the other 
clubs of the Eastern circuit of the Ameri¬ 
can Association. 

Notwithstanding, the crippled condition 
of Chlvlngton’s ball tossers, the appended 
resume of the games played thts trip by 
“Dick" Cooley and his men discloses the 
fact that the Colonels performed bril¬ 
liantly In the Held and coupled with their

splendid timely hitting enabled them to 
come home with the excellent showing. 

The Colonels loft here on July 7, after 
dropping two games In one afternoon to 
the Mud Hens, and opened up with the 
Millers at Minneapolis, where they played 
Tour games, loalng three and winning one; 
the Saints entertained the locals for five 
games and the result was that the home 
team lost three and won two. the next 
stand was at Kansas City, and the Cooley 
crowd dropped three games and captured 
two; then the local "push" Journeyed to 
Milwaukee and to the surprise of every¬ 
one vanquished the Brewers three times 
and lost one; and now the Chlvlngton 
clan are hibernating at the Buckeye cap- 
itul. and so fnr have gobbled up all three 
matinees, which is certainly “class" work. 

The remarkable feature of the present 
swing around the circuit Is that the Colo- 
m*U» have not played In a shut-out game. 
The local outfit had to play four extra- 
liinlng contests, winning one and losing 
three; one was a ten-round affair and the 
other three discussions were not decid'd 
until the twelfth ballot. Cooley and his 
followers pulled off one triple and sev¬ 
enteen double plays, while their opponents 1 
drew only eleven double plays. 

The Colonels romped over the counting 
pan 100 times, while the enemy captured 
only eighty-nine runs; the locals burglar¬ 
ised thirty Ixigs and the other teams pur¬ 
loined thirty-four stations; In sacrificing, 
Cooley and his bunch made eighteen, 
while the other fellows accomplished it 
tmly sixteen times; the local staff of 
twlrlers were instrumental In causing the 
ball tossera of the opposing teams to chop 
at the osone sixty-nine times, while the 
locals were retired eighty-six times via 
the strike-out route; in extending the 
courtesy to perambulate to the first hill 
without molestation, the Colonels* per¬ 
formers on the mound were more liberal 
In their gifts than their opponents, us 
Cooley and his brigade walked to the first 
base without hindrance fifty-five tlmel 
and the other teams got their bases on 
balls sixty-five times.

Although many people In New’ Eng¬ 
land are conversant with the details of 
the fish Industry 99 per cent, of the 
people; of the country have not the least 
Idea of the great amount of sea food 
which is distributed in this country 
during the y«-ar. 

In connection with the recent deci¬ 
sion of Judge Swan in the case of the 
so-called “fish trust” of Chicago, in¬ 
teresting information has been compil¬ 
ed as to the national consumption of 
sea food. 

It Is shown that tho annua! prod¬ 
uces of American wuters. leaving out 
of account the seal and salmon fish¬ 
eries of the NorUhwest, amount to $30,- 
000,000 a year. Of this great amount 
nearly a fourth is represented by tho 
oysters and clams of the New York 
market. 

The Great Lakes are another impor¬ 
tant source of supply, producing about 
$3,100,<00 worth a year. Of the total 
annual consumption of nearly 2,000,- 
GCO.CCO pounds the amount handled by 
the fish trust during the year concern¬ 
ed in the litigation w’as less than 50,- 
000,000 pounds, nine-tenths of which 
wu9 purchased in the open market.

ELECTRICITY RXPENS FRUIT. 


[Nashville Tennesseean.] 

“Ripening fruit by electricity is one 
of the latest achievements of science." 
said H. J. Pembroke, of Los Angeles, 
Cal., at the Maxwell. “The experiment 
was first tried in England by a British 
electrical expert, who found that he 
could produce the effect of the tropical 
gun’s rays without the slightest diffi¬ 
culty. Sclnce then the experiment has 
been tried by California fruit-grower> 
and proved 'successful. 

“For the most part the ripening ex¬ 
periments have been tried with apples 
and apricot*. When the apricots arc 
taken from the tree green they arc- 
put In an aJr-tIght ease made of glass. 
Inside this case is supplied with a num¬ 
ber of electric lights, which can be 
turned on and off In any number at 
will. It has been discovered that the 
apricots ripen according to the amount 
of rays shed on them. The apples arc- 
treated In the same manner.

T HE United States National Lawn 
Tennis Association this year made 
provision In lte schedule for more 

tournaments than for many sea¬ 
sons before. There has been «n increase 
in the number of clubs In tills country 
formed for the purpose of playing the 
game, and leagues for interclub mutches 
have been springing up everywhere. This 
reflects the condition on the other sid** 
too. The Field .of London, finds the mat¬ 
ter worthy of a leader in a recent issue 
The English publication tukes occasion 
at the same time to point out that ;he 
American method of encouraging lawn 
tenuis in the schools Is having its Improv¬ 
ing effect on the quality of tnu game hi 
this country. 

Lawn tennis undoubtedly did fall off In 
favor In the United States, but since ha* 
eomo back strongly. it *s considered by 
many persons here to be a safe predict! >n 
that the game will Increase m popular 
favor to a surprising extent In *.he rext 
three seasons. Lawn team Is is regarded 
as having shown amazing vitality, be¬ 
cause there are few sports which have 
come back so once they have dropped 
from public liking. 

What the Field has to say Is Interesting 
to persons here because whatever may 
have been the conditions here u couple 
of years buck the boom is on In lawn 
teuuls here, too. The English spor lug 
paper say* in part: 

“From many points of view the an¬ 
nouncement that all the reserved seals at 
tho championship tournament now pro¬ 
ceeding at Wimbledon had been booked 
some weeks In advance may be regard >d 
with satisfaction. There are special ica- 
sons why In the case of this game the 
number of noncombatant visitors to the 
great tournament of the year can ue 
taken as a rough measure of its exten¬ 
sion, and why the spectators of the cham¬ 
pionship matches may be believed to be 
for the most part representative of solid 
growth In the multitude of those to whom 
the Introduction of lawn tennis has ai- 
fordvd Wholesome exercise and ree. Lo¬ 
tion. Little experience of such * gather¬ 
ings Is required to convince one that no 
mere crazv or propensity Is fosteiLi by 
attending them. No cause can bo al¬ 
leged for suspecting a great gulf between 
playing and looking on; no need for the 
lawn tennis apologist to plead th u the 
crowd is diverted from some more or lei-s 
vicious manner of wasting time or grati¬ 
fying a craving for excitement. 

“It must bo remembered that lawn ten- 
r.U owe* nothing to external assistance. 
During the greater part of the* last twen¬ 
ty year* It has received much ignj.na: 
derision and but little praise from the 
press of the country. It has been de¬ 
clared again and again to be dead or 
dying, anile its solid merits have an the 
time oven gaining fo»* it hosts of recruit* 
in every part of the civilized world In 
fact, the growth of tne annual tourna¬ 
ment list, itself an Index of the increas¬ 
ing supply of players, the gradual alia 
quie; progress which has at last made 
lue*f felt and the voluntary accession <1 
hosts of fine athletes preceded the burst 
of recognition which occurred but two 
or three seasons buck." 

Tho number and spread of the entrant^ 
for Lhe recent all-England championship* 
also Impress the writer of the article. 
He speaks of the American* and ethers In 
the recent tournament, which for th*:first 
time was won by other than an Engitsn- 
rnan. It ie curious to note how the sort 
of prophecy hi this article written be for. 
the tournament hoe been verified by tin* 
victory of Ntwn»:ui E. Brookes, an Aus¬ 
tralasian. in the champion round. The 
writer continue* , . 

•*A glance at die programme of the aU- 
Englaml championship may suffice to 
Bugger; « number of questions concerning 
thb present and future status of lawn 
tenuis In this country. There wu* a date 
In the history of Wimbledon tournament 
when It was almost as popular as It at 
present owing to the sudden wonderful de¬ 
velopment of the skill of a small band of 
players, of whom the late Messrs. lll- 
lam and Ernest Renshaw were the lead¬ 
ers. By way of contrast it would api**ar 
that we have now readied a lean year 
In re<*pec; of Brklsh talent. Inasmuch a« 
the holders of the championships, who 
have to no small extent rejK-utel the 
personal attraction of their famous pre¬ 
cursors. have retired from tile grena. lhe 
game originally created by the brilliant 
floats, the chivalrous sportsmanship, the 
unfailing enthusiasm of the Renahaws and 
kept alive by a succession or admirable 
champions, Is n*»w In such a position as 
to be »i.bl o to run alone. 

“Of the numerous candidate* for the va¬ 
cant titles it may bo said that not Britons 
but colonial and foreign visitors engage 
till© largest amount of public curiosity. 
The fact that lawn tennis has become a 
universal rather than a national game, 
capable of affording whwt are now c tiled 
Olympic contests In a more complete j*an. 
pea than any other, Is Indicated by the 
Wimbledon Met* of names. For th*- Ren. 
*hnw cup not only arc* aspirants from the 
United Buttes contending with the tlowvr 
of Australasia, but India and Egypt are 
represented by their champions and Aus¬ 
tria has to be reckoned with. 

‘•Among the ladies who are candidates 
for the honor of challenging Mr*. Cham- 
ben* for tho title I* Mkrs Sutton from the 
Pacific coast, who has once before carried 
the clmmplonxhlp to her distant home., to¬ 
gether with Canadian, South American 
and Auslrhtn players. Though Franc* U 
unfortunately without a delegate. It la not 
that she Is destitute of players of the first 
rank. A Belgian contingent has previous¬ 
ly visit**! us with distinction and will be 
welcomed on It* next appearance, wdnie 
of other European countries which have 
tlie means of making a creditable show 
whenever they can mobilize their full 
strength, Holland. Sweden and Prussia 
mnv be particularly Instanced. 

••The tinv- hue passed when the rivalry 
of competitors from abroad was welcome 
Indeed, but far from formidable; and 
while we are now indebted to our visitors 
for much of the attractiveness of the 
year’s championships, there I* no it th¬ 
en use for apprehension that we may 
have to congratulate some of them upon 
having made « greater advance Ilian our 
own best men can show.” 

Passing to the* international matches, 
the Field Indulges In a criticism of the 
un progress! venea* of the British in fall¬ 
ing to provide more Interscholastic play. 
In the United States, not only do sev¬ 
eral of th** universities hold tournaments- 
far the schoolboys, to the end of select¬ 
ing «& national interecholastlc champion, 
but the Public Schools Athletic League 
also recently lias undertaken a system¬ 
atic plan of work In the game for the 
High School lads. The consideration of 
the points follows: 

“In the peculiar fitness of lawn tennis 
for International contests undoubtedly 
lies one of Its best features. It Is, of 
course, possible to attach excessive Im¬ 
portance in sport of all kinds to the few 
matches between experts of the first rank 
nnd especially the chosen champions of 
different countries; but. on the other* 
hand, there Is good reason to believe that 
bv *mch contests anti by the example of 
tho*~ who bestow more time and pairs 
upon games than the rank and file of 
players could profitably afford the game* 
themselves are dignified and recommend¬ 
ed. to the great advantage of those who 
are thus Induced to cultivate th*- m jn 
moderation Tt has Justly been said of 
lawn tennis that It is the recreation of a 
bnsv mart, but we should not on that 
account forget that In this country It had 
been perfected by a few men of leisure 
who could gpend summer after summer In 
tournament play

and If we fall behind In the race it Will 
be because our rival* have balanced this 
either by greater athletic ability, by sys¬ 
tematic and Intellectual application or by 
training In youth. The last 1* the most 
important consideration, urul it Is the 
fa;Hue of Iuwn tennis to gain a footing 
at English public schools while it la cul¬ 
tivated (taaiduously at schools In America 
and our colonies that **ur first great de¬ 
feat < n English turf will he attributable. 
Defalt In the**? circumstances would up- 
|x*ar to be Inevitable, nnd It Is not in 
Itself to be greatly deplored when It 
comes, provided that U bring* no dis¬ 
couragement. 

“Whether lawn tentils Is a desirable 
addition to the school curriculum l* for 
educationalists to consider. but how¬ 
ever this may be. we are convinced that 
It is indispensable for a large proportion 
of our youth, since It affords In an ox- 
cHpilonal manner the exorcise. the 
healthy stimulus, the unlimited vista of 
Improvement, tho mental and moral 
training that chxiractorixo games of the 
first class, while It Is available to many 
!«»r whom no other athletic recreation Is 
equally suitable. It has been pointed out 
with great fore** that In spite of eminent 
examples English players aro neglectful 
of method ns compand with their Ameri¬ 
can rivals In that they have no school 
for acquiring style comparable to thut 
which formerly existed m Dublin; that 
even the bent professional coaches have 
l>een exported to the Continent, and that

tics we have lately had to look abroad. 

“Pnrliaps the loss of u championship 
or two, to sav nothing of the Internation¬ 
al trophy, which Is shortly to be com¬ 
peted for, and therewith the privilege of 
providing the ground for the contest, may 
be necessary to enforce these lessons. In 
that case the somewhat mysterious ab¬ 
stention of our champion from thin year’s 
contest*—rcgienable as It may appear in 
the circumstances of the hour—may be a 
blessing In disguise. At any rate the old. 
If not all the new. English admirers of 
lawn tennis will nut grudge the winners of 
the championships of the Davis cup their 
victory. The present year hus ulrcady 
been one of wholesome criticism and the 
commencement of reform, t^iwn tennis 
has on the whole been fortunate until re¬ 
cently In lu* administrators as well as It* 
players. 

“For the well drafted code of rules and 
the wise adoption of tennis iradltlons It 
has to thank the early fathers of the Alt 
English lawn Tennis Club, and for It* 
world-wide extension to no «mnl! degree 
the Lawn T»*nnls Association nnd the 
cognate body of the United States. If 
the association can effectively command 
tiiv earnest and undivided support of It* 
constituent* wo muv confidently hope not 
only thut the credit of ttio game, some¬ 
what rudely, shaken by recent controver¬ 
sies, will be respired, but rliut them will 
1 u or# recurrence of the present difficulty 
of finding an iinernntlorml team and that 
uur players will once more take a fore¬ 
most part in the development of skill 
and ingenuity which the futuie Is certain 
to produce." 


Started Humbly, Then Won Thousands, and Is Now 

In Obscurity. 


I T IS interesting to note In the llght- 
harne** game In what a remarka¬ 
bly short* space of time a star per¬ 
former can pass into oblivion, en¬ 
tirely forgotten by the many millions who 
but a short time before wore singing his 
praise In every part of the circuit. In 
many Instances the once great trotter or 
pacer is destined to a remote, melancholy 
•and friendless life, transformed from a 
| k4ng to «. dumb beast In the bands of 
| those he has served so well. An example 
of this, and one of particular Interest to 
! local horsemen, was the varied career of 
i Killy Bue^ 2:07V In IM3 this great trot- 
' tor’s name was on a million admiring 
U>ngut s. every newspaper In the coun¬ 
try rang with it, and all men or beasts 
In any way associated with this horse's 
extraordinary career found thems lves 
Courtcvl nnd famous. But to-day who 
cwr hears of Billy Buck? On a little 
farm out In Tonka wa, Oklo., the once 
§reat son of St. Clair can bo found to¬ 
day. taking what his <*wner Is pleavc-d 
to stylo a **re.««t cure.’’but It is more than 
probable that po° r never again 

hear the tap or the bell or face a starter. 

Tho career of Billy Buck was Interest¬ 
ing. Ho was foaled In xsaj. am! was bred 
by G. I*. Doolittle, of Doolittle, Miss. He 
was sired by St. Clair, a son of Wilkes 
Boy, Jr. As a three-year-old ho was sold 
to a Mr. Lqper, of Hickory, Mins., on a 
credit of $*T.. and ns a four-year- *ld 
shown as a saddle horse at a county fair, 
he took firKt prize. In th»* fall of 1S89 he 
was purchased by the father of Spears 
Buchanan, who started hltn In a roadster 
class the following year for a purse of 
ITo, winning handily. He drove him on 
tin* road after that until the fall of 15N1, 
nnd had him trained the next season for 
the races. 

In 1902 he raced over the half-mile 
tracks around Baltimore and through 
Mary kind, making a record of 2:16*-*. and 
winning seven, rnpor out of seven starts 
But It wa-i not until the season of 1303. 
after he had passed into the hands <»t 
the veteran *Kd“ Geers, that Billy Buck 
stumped himself a* the most remarkable 
campaigning race-horse trotter ever seen 
on the Grand Circuit. His winnings ag¬ 
gregated $33,300. the largest amount ever 
won In ;* single season lit regular class 
events by fight-harness performer of 

nny ago. gait or sex. In thirteen races 
he was el* ven times first and two time* 
second. His stake victories Included the 
$5.0M«»unt Vernon purse at N**w V«»rk. 
the $15,000 Massachusetts race at Itcad- 
ville. the $lu.000 Huger Williams race at I 
Providence, tho $10,000 Ultarter Oak race 
at Hartford and the Walnut Hall Cup 


race at Lexington. After hi* Mount 
v ernon ruce. or. correctly speaking, dttr- 
fhe race, he passed Into the bands 
or George Spear, representing E. E. 
Smuthers. who paid $15,000 for him. In 
the f.0.000 Bonner M*-morlul he met his 
first defeat In two years; he wore the 
two-tar Memphis shoe, and It was to this 
thnt critics laid his defeat. 

HI* last appearance. In li*03- was In Che 
Diamond Handicap at Memphis. H© was 
very lame when be Htajrted. and was de¬ 
feated by Dr. Strong. 2:05*4, whom ho 
forced to set the wurld** record for one 
and one-hair miles. Iff* exertions In this 
race resulted in hi* complete breakdown, 
and the next season he was unable to get 
to the post. November, 1904, found him at 
auction In New York. A year before he 
hud cost his owner $15,000. which he more 
than won biok. but the hammer fell on 
him at 51,075. lie was taken to Pittsburg 
to become* a matinee performer, but after 
three appearances at Brunot's Island dur- 
Ing the summer of IDOo he again 
lame. In aJnuary, 1906, he again *to d In 
Madison Squnre Garden, and that time 
the hammer fell at $425. the purchaser be¬ 
ing a man In Wuterbury. Conn. 

Tito closing race of a mating field on a 
half-mile track at a little place called 
Black well, Okln., in September. 1WW, was 
a free-for-all. Three horse* went to tho 
wire. The first heat was won In 2:2614. aod 
the third horse was distanced. Tills horse 
was! none other than the once famous 
Billy Buck. How he drifter! the 1.609 ui»b*a 
to bo defeated In that little Western town 
Is not known, and although hi* career 1* 
practically closed to the gr*nu racing 
world, no true lover of tho sport can ever 
think of Billy Buck without regret. 

No truer animal ever looked through a 
bridle, and It 1* to lie hoped that the clos¬ 
ing days of his llfo may be spent In a 
well-earned holiday amid pastures green, 
where he may grow fat off the best of 
the land.

There la »o much In 
horse breeding that fascinates, once * 
man gets a taste of It* charm, he will 
be loth to give it up. The breeding of 
plant* or the breeding of any kind of 
uftlnrals 1* a pleasant occupation, but few 
If any of these have the fascination tha£ 
breeding the harness horse yields. 

All men—nll good men at least—have 
In them a peculiar and ;Umost inexplicable 
love for animal and plant nfe* and those 
bo they rich or poor, who have never had 
the opportunity to exercise till* pleasure 
. are to be pitied. Those who are so un¬ 
fortunate as to be lacking in thl* In¬ 
stinctive love of children, animal* and 
plant life go to make up that cla«s of un¬ 
happy, discontented mortal* who Irnrt bet¬ 
ter never been born. 

Curiously enough, wo do not care so 
much for the* thing we strive to gain or 
aim at a* w* do for the occupation of 
watching its development. The mother 
nnd father, too. enjoy their developing 
children more In fa< t than they do tholr 
grown-up sons and daughters. Stern, 
cold business men melt Ihto enthusiasm 
when their'Tittle one* take the first step 
or lisp their first word*.

It in not the mature flower that this mnn 
wants If It were, perhaps it would be 
cheaper for him to buy the fullv-devel- 
oped product. That would glv-- him some 
pleasure, but he would miss the fascina¬ 
tion of watching the budding roa« grow 
Into a thing of •xqulslt. beauty. 

The man who breed* horses,' particu¬ 
larly harness luirse*. U constantly Bering 
hopes and fears, doubts and uncertain- 
lies. and all the rest of emotional feel¬ 
ings thut go to make up the cxpres&ionj 
of a full life. With him there Is no cml 
like perfection, no rest like nirvana. He 
live*. He has always something more 
t * »ive for and the Joy of striving to 
produce a horse yet a little txater la hi* 
constant reward He might buy a good 
hot'je But he would thus mis* the fas¬ 
cination oC breeding one. Such u ma.i 
desire* to See hls colt grow He £<tjt 
rharurc in anticipating hT* future worth 
lie can find more genulno J<*y In studying 
a dry pedigree than he could get out cf 
a night nt an Important social function. 

The man who breeds trotting horses for 
pleasure ha® many worries and use* up 
a great deni of energy In hls pursuit of 
pleasure. But he lives! Pity the poor, 
wo say. with much commendable feeling. 
But let u* also say. pity the rich man 
who knows not the pleasure he might find 
In horse breeding. Pity the poor rich 
man who has nothing to do but sli around 
waiting for hi* turn to die.
